ALBANY, April 11.—After the hardest 
fight of the session in the Assembly, the 
canal men won a victory to-day, which 
they are confident means the passage by 
the Legislature of the bill providing for 
the submission to the people of the $26,- 
000,000 improvement proposition, 

Shortly after the Assembly was called to 
order Chairman Lewis of the Canal Com- 
mittee sent to the desk a favorable report 
of his committee upon the $26,000,000 Canal 
bill. There at once ensued a scéne of ex- 
citement. ‘While the report was being read 
fully twenty-five members arose, and a8 
s00n as the reading was firlished, appealed 
for recognition. The Speaker recognized 
Mr. Burnett of Ontario, who made the 
point of order that the bill carried an ap- 
propriation, and therefore had been im- 
properly reported by the Canal Committee, 
the only committee having the authority to 
report appropriation bills being the Ways 
and Mears Committee. It was explained 
by canal men that the bill did not carry a

ect appropriation, but gontained a refer- 
Peek whe point of order 











endum to the people. 
Was ruled not well taken. 

Mr. Burnett then made a motion that the 
bill recommitted to the Ways and Means 
Committee. Mr. Lewis, the Chairman of 
the Canal Con. mittee, moved that the mo- 
tion to recommit lie upon the table. 

“Accept it! Accept it:’’ shouted Mr. 
‘Allds, explaining in lower tones to those 
around him that the motion to lie upon 
the table would carry the rerert of the 
committee with it. 

“The Chair wants to be fair about this 
matter,”’ sa'd Speaker Nixon. ‘ The mo- 
tion of the gentleman from Oswego would 
carry the report with it, and the Chair 
does not think the matter should be dis- 

osed of by taking any technical ‘advan- 
age.”’ 

Mr. Lewis at once withdrew his -motion 
to table the motion to recommit. Mr. Pur- 
nett was again recognized to speak to the 
motion to recommit. #y this time the 
House was in an uproar, and the Speaker 
Was compelled to demand that the mem- 
pers. be seated before Mr. Burnett pro- 
ceeded.

‘They want a 
proper canal measure submitted to the peo- 
pie, and.not a hybrid, the money expended 
upon which would be nearly all thrown 
away-if it should afterward develop that 
the greater improvement was the proper 
one.’ 

Mr. Rodgers of Broome sdid that if the 
question was to“™ke submitted to the people 
the vote upon it ought to be restricted to 
those who would pay part of the tax. 

Mr. Morgan said the City of New York 
would pay 80 per cent. of the tax, but the 
City of New York would be benefited only 
by a proper solution of the problem. He 
was not in favor of the motion to.recommit, 
thinking that the question should be fought 
out on the floor. 


IMPORTANT CHANGE IN COMMITTEE. 


Assemblyman Smith pointed out that the 
bill had been so changed in the committee 
as to make,it self-operative if the people 
should vote in favor of the proposition. 
The vote of the people would in reality 
levy the tax. He also pointed out that the 
bill provided for larger locks on the Os- 
wego Canal than had been provided for on 
the Erie. 

_Mr. Bennet of New York said the New 
York members ought not to feel themselves 
bound by the circular sent out by the New 
York commercial organizations. 

Mr. Lewis of Monroe said there had been 
a divorce between New York and Buffalo 
on the proposition, and he felt confident 
that if the bill were recommitted to the 
Ways and, Means Committee, Buffalo in a 
week would trail in behind New York in 
opposition to the bill. He charged that 
Mr. Fish’s advocacy of the bill was due to 
a bargain by which part of the $26,000,000 
Was to be expended upon the Oneida feeder.

BEAR HUNT AT PRINCETON. 


Students and Townsmen, Curiously 


Armed, Tracked Bruin, Who Escaped.

PRINCETON, N. J., April 11.—A wild 
bear in the woods near Princeton occa- 
sioned an exciting hunt this afternoon. 
Capt. F. W. Van Kirk, who lives between 


Princeton and Cedar Grove, saw a big 


brown bear near his house this morning 
and invited his friends, the members of the 
Mercer County Hunting Association, to 
come to Princeton this afternoon to hunt 


it. About twenty-five members of the club 
came from Trenton. They were joined by 
a large crowd of Princeton students and 
townsmen. 

The crowd was armed with weapons of 
almost every type, blunderbusses, ancient 
swords, rusty hunting knives, and old 
‘‘ horse pistols’ were among the weapons. 
The crowd, upon reaching the scene of 
the hunt, separated into three squads and 
thoroughly searched every . foot of the 
patch of woods where the bear had been 
seen. 

One squad soon found big bear tracks in 
a field on the Grover Cleveland estate, and 
the trail was followed into a swamp, where 
it was lost. Further search failed to re- 
discover the tracks, and the bear is safe 
for one more night. The animal is. be- 
lieved to be the one _ reported to have 
crossed the frozen Delaware from Pernn- 
sylvania woods some weeks ago. Another 
party will hunt for the bear to-morrow.

Wonder What New Yorker Expected to 
Find When He Dug Up Alonzo

The question as to what the stranger ex- 
pected to find is one that is perplexing 
every one in Dansville, and numerous 
stories are rife. Qmé is that Whiteman at 
one time buried a box: of papers in the gar- 
den, and that in the box are some securities 
upon which he expects tg raise money with 

ich to get out of jail; but, those who 

ew Whiteman best say. this theory is un- 
tenable, and that Whiteman has. been so 
hard pressed for funds in the past that 
were there anything of that kind there he 
would have had it dug up before this. 

The stranger, Vinner, stated "that. there 
was nothing in connection with the .dig- 
ging that, was of public interest; that it 
was merely a family matter, and that the 
work was being done at the instance and 
for the benefit ‘of Whiteman’s mother, 
who resides in the family residence. Later 
he said that, while the business would not 
interest the public, because they would 
never find out what it was for, yet if they 
did know it might be of some interest. He

tion, 

The only explanation of the present dig- 
ing in the garden is that Whiteman has 
nterested some one in New York City to 
»the extent of their sending a man to Dans- 
ville to verify his statement as to the 
buried treastre. 

The mysterious stranger left on the 7:40 
o'clock train for New York, giving no one 
any satisfaction. One of his Jaborers is re- 

orted to have said something was found, 
but the statement is discredited. 





Alonzo Whiteman, when seen in the 
Tombs, where he is awaiting sentence, said: 

‘**T read in a morning paper that a man 
was digging in my yard at Dansville. I 
know no more about it than you do. I sent 
nobody to dig in my yard. If somebody 
is digging there he wasn't sent by my di- 
rection. I don’t know who sent him there 
maybe the detectives. There isn't ’any 
treasure there that I know of, 

“T have nothing further to say about my 
case.’ The papers have all branded me as 
a famous swindler and forger; the fact is, T 
have never been convicted of a crime in 
my life before.”’

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MINISTER LOOMIS ON 
THE VENEZUELA AFFAI 


Says Castro Wished to Embarrass 
the United States. 











Told Venezuelans and Europeans They 
Could Seize Lands Ceded to Amer- 
icans—A Revolution Impending. 


SAN JUAN, Porto Rieo, April 11.—Fran- 
cis B. Loomis, United States Minister to 
Venezuela, who arrived here last night on 
the Scorpion, sailed for the United States 
this afternoon by the Red D Line steamer 
Caracas. He emphatically declined to dis- 
close the nature of his report to President 
McKinley; but, judging from casual re- 
marks which he let fall, he is evidently 
quite antagonistic to President Castro. He 
said that the latter's salary was $12,000 a 
year, but that he had laid up $2,000,000 in 
the last two years. 

President Castro has been working for 
the recall of Mr. Loomis ever since the 
Minister persisted in collecting the “Ameri- 
can claim-of $100,000 a year ago. The iill- 
feeling then created has increased month 
by month, as the asphalt controversy, the 
revocations of the Orinoco Company’s con- 
cessions, and the treatment of Mr. Ignacio 
Baiz, United States Consular Agent at 
Barcelgna, would illustrate. 

“ President Castro told the Venezuelans,” 
said’ Mr. Loomis, “ that they and the Eu- 


ropeans in Trinidad were at liberty to seize 
claims in the Orinoco district on land pre- 
It was evi- 
dently his intention to embarrass the 
United States Government and to force it 
to make armed demonstrations, such as 
would possibly lead to trouble with foreign 
nations owing to the large German and 
British commercial interests on the coast. 

“The Venezuelan Constitutional Conven- 
tion elected Castyo Provisional President 
until the Autumn, when there will be an 
election for an eight-year term. Gen. An- 
drade will not be President, but his friends 
are working, and a revolution is possible in 


the course of a year. He is now at Cura- 
c20 awaiting developments. 

“The situation so far as the United 
States Gevernment is concerned has passed 
the acute point. Such difficulties as exist 
can be settled diplomatically.” 

Continuing, Mr. La s said there was no 
probability of the United States severing 
diplomatic relations with Venezuela. An- 
swering a question on the subject, Mr. 
Loomis said he saw no necessity for send- 
ing the United States squadron to Vene- 
zuelan waters, though he admitted that it 
was possible this might be done. 

““T searcely expect to return to Caracas,”’ 
Mr. Leomis concluded. “Tl have already 
served four years, and am quite satisfied 
to bring the experience to a close.”’

Says Husband, an Aeronaut, Threatened 
to Kill Her—He Says Her Family 
Wants to Separate Them.

Wilson, wife of Charles Wilson, of 227 
Waverley Place, New York City, entered 
the police station here this afternoon and 
asked that transportation be given to her 
and her three children to help them to 
reach Syracuse, where she intended visit- 
ing her sister, Mrs. Daniel Miller. In her 
arms Mrs. Wilson carried a nine-months- 
old baby, on one side of her walked her 
little daughter Nellie, aged six years, and 
on the other side her four-year-old son, 
Charles. 

Mrs, Wilson said she upbraided her hus- 
band for selling the hous®hold goods to 
raise money on Wednesday fhorning. He 
pulled a razor out of his pocket and said, 
“Tf you and those children are here when 
I come back I'll cut your throats.” The 
woman told Chief of Police McCabe that 
she feared her life would, be taken, and 
managed to-.get as far as‘ this city. The 
mother and her three children were passed 
to Albany, and from there will be sent to 
Syracuse. Her husband is Charles Wilson,

In a boarding house at 227 Waverley Place 
there, has lived for a week past an almost 
helpless cripple named Charles Wilson, an 
aeronaut. fter traveling about the coun- 
try for years, doing all sorts of acrobatic 
tricks, he met with-an accident not long 
ago while-making a balloon ascension in a 
small Southern town. The balloon caught 
fire, the parachute refused to open at the 
right time, and the occupant of the trapeze 
that was attached thereto was horribl 
maimed as a result. It is his wife who left 
home on Tuesday last. He said last night 
that they had had a quarrel, but that he 
had never threatened her in his life, 

‘“‘Its her own people in Ohio,” he added. 
‘““They have been trying to separate us for 
a long time, all because I was a show man 
and did a balloon business.. She and I got 
along all right till her brother came in f- 
tween and persuaded her we ought not. to 
hang to each other. Yes,'we did havea 
fuss, but it was not much of a one. She 
left here on day before yesterday, saying 
she was going to visit some of her kinfolks 
in Mount Vernon and that she wdqld be 
back on Saturday. If she’s run ay it 
must be On account of the quarrel.

Union Recognized. 
PITTSBURG, April 11.—The Commercial 

Gazette to-morrow will say: 

“The United States Steel Corporation 
and the Amalgamated Association of Steel 
and Tin Workers are to wage their first 
battle to-day. The Pittsburg district of 
the Executive Board of the Amalgamated 
Association met yesterday and dectded to 
call out employes of the W. De Wees Wood 
plant of the American Sheet Steel Company 
of McKeesport, Monday next, unless all 
men discharged since the middle of last 
week were reinstated. It was also decided 
to strike at once if other men of the asso- 
ciation were discharged before then. 

‘After this action three more men were 
given their choice of renouncing the asso- 
ciation or losing their positions. Upon 
learning of this action the strike was de- 
clared at once. If the strike takes place 
it will probably result in a tie-up of the 


plant. 

“This will be the third strike at this 
plant for the recognition of the union, both 
of the previous strikes being lost by the 
Amalgamated Association,”

German makers have 
been shipping it in here at $60 a ton. 
Ferro-manganese is used in making steel, 
and only three furnaces in the country 
make it. 





Ohio Coal Mines Sold.

COLUMBUS, Ohio, April M.-C. F. 
Evans, as President of the Franklin’ Fuel 
Company and the new Hamburg Coal 
Company, and on behalf of himself, has 
sold about 1,500 acres of coal lands located 
in Perry County to thé, Buckeye Coal and 
Railway Company, which is controlled by 
J. Pierpont Morgan and is a part of the 
Toledo and Ohio Central coal interests. 
The sale includes four mines. About 1,000 
acres were the property of the mining com- 
panies and 500 Were owned by Mr. Evans 
as a personal investment. The exact pur- 
chase price could not be ascertained, but 
it is‘safe to state that the total is not far 
from $150,000.

TINWARE TRUST FORMING.

CINCINNATI, April 11.—Representatives 
of two big Cincinnati Concerns—the Cin- 
cinnati. Tin and Japan Company and the 
F. H. Lawson Company—are in New York 
at a meeting at which another big trust is 
to be formed, embracing all the general 
tinware manufacturers in the country. 

The new combine is being engineered by 
the National Enameling and Stamping 
Company, known as the Granite Ware 
Trust. Back of the graniteware people in 
the formation of the new trust is the 
American Tin Can Company, or Tin Can 


Trust. Whether the two local companies 
will enter the combine or not is uncer- 


tain. 

President R. M. Bishop of the Cincinnati 
Tin and Japan Company stated to-day that 
he had heard nothing from the meeting. 
The Tin Can Trust. is rapidly acquiring 
plants in all sections, some whose owners 
a few weeks back declared they would nev- 
er sell.

BELIEVED TO BE PASSED 


New Jersey Central Officials and 
Employes in Conference. 








Both Sides Hopeful of Outcome—Ballot- 
ing on the Tie-up Question, How- 
ever, Is Still in Progress. 


The indications yesterday were that a 
strike has beer averted on the Central Rail- 
road of New Jersey, though, according to 
the five men forming what is known as the 
Board of Co-operation, balloting on the 
strike question is still going on, pending 
the new negotiations. As stated tn yester- 
day’s New York Times, these negotiations, 
which were suggested by John V. Waite 
and Timothy Shea, representing the engi- 
neers and firemen, respectively, who ap- 
proached General Superintendent Olhausen 
and Division Superintendent Wentz on 
Wednesday afternoon and asked that the 
negotiations for a settlement be resumed 
as far as the engineers and firemen were 
concerned. The presence of trainmen's 
representatives wes an after consideration. 

The conference began at 2 o'clock yester- 
day afternoon, at the offices of Superin- 
tendent Wentz, in Jersey City. Every 
train up to that time brought several com- 
mitteemen from various points™to attend 
the conference on behalf of their organiza- 
tions. The Board of Co-operation, whose 


official title is the Federated Board of 
Adjustment, was present. It consists of 
L. Parker Titus of the conductors, John V. 
Waite of the engineers, James Harrison 
of the trainnien, Timothy Shea of the fire- 
men, and John Nelligan of the telegraph- 
ers. The company was represented by 
Superintendent Olhausen, Division Super- 
intendent Wentz, G. L. Frech, Superin- 
tendent of the Southern Division; Supefin- 
tendent Stevenson of Accountant's depart- 
ment, and Superintendent Dods of the L. 
and §S. Division. Among others who were 
present on behalf of the employes were 
John Ericsson of the engineers, who is a 
Fire Commissioner itn Jersey City; M. M. 
Clapp, Eugene Mahoney, and William Gor- 
man, who have been on various commit- 
tees for a number of years, and George 
Reilly. A delegation which came from 
Wilkesbarre to attend the convention on 
behalf of the Wilkesbarre division consisted 
ot Fuller Tucker of the conductors, G. E. 
Peck of the engineers, E. L. Reilly of the 
firemen. H. F. Kyner of the trainmen, and 
John Hellinger 6f the telegraphets. They 
form the rievance Committee of the 
Wilkesbarre Division. 

Though the conference was’ arranged be- 
tween the engineers and firemen and the 
officers of the company, the conductors; 
trainmen, and telegraphers had representa- 
tives: there merely as spectators, it was 
said, with the exception of the trainmen, 
whose pPevences may be taken up later. It 


was said that the yard men, who, with the 
brakemen and baggagemen, are in. the 
trainmen’s ‘organization, received an _ in- 


crease of pay, but that the brakemen have 
ri€vances. The te sere mhers, of whom 
here are only about 200, want an increase 
of pay, but it is understood that they will 
not _be oe any increase, the compan 
holding that they/are paid at least as muc 
as, @nd in some cases more than, the tel- 
egra@phers on-any other road in this vicin- 
ity.” The conductors admit that they have 
already been granted all they demanded. 

General Man r Warren said yesterday 
that he would yp out of the present con- 
ference and allow matters to be settled 
with the other officers. He added: 

‘We have been receiving many expres- 
sions from employes of a desire to have a 
new committee selected by them méet the 
cOmpany and discuss the matter. The prop- 
ositions submitted by the company are so 
fair that there has been no doubt they 
would be accepted by any new committees 
appointed. The officers of the company, as 
previously stated, have. always: been ready 
to confer with théir employes on matters 
of mutual interest.’’ 

After the conference had been in session 
for two hours or so, the officers of the 
company who had been taking part in it 
left the room and held a _ consultation 
among themselves for about fifteen min- 
utes, after which they returned to the oth- 
ers. No one would say what was done or 
what. time the conference would ,be over. 
It might last any time from one to five 
days, they said. 

At: a little after 6 P. M. the conference 
adjourned, to meet again at 10 o'clock this 
morning. ; 

It was learned that the following among 
other propositions had*been made on be- 
half of the engineers: 

Wages’ to be $3.75 per 100.miles on all 
assenger trips between Jersey City and 

ware on a basis of actual miles, with 
a guarantee of overtime on passenger runs 
of less than 100 miles after eleven hours. 
On Mauch Chunk and Philadelphia round 
trip passenger runs, wages to be $3.40 per 
100 miles, and $3.50 on all other passen- 
ger runs. The wages to be 4 cents: per 
mile on the ‘'426’’ heavy draught class 
engines, with a guarantee of ten miles an 
hour on an actual mileage basis. All the 
other conditions are to comply with these 
rates. The firemen want to be paid'by the 
mile,\instead of on the hundred-mile sys- 
tem. ¥ 
Superintendene Ohlhausen said, when 
asked what the result of the conference 
so far was: 

‘Everything is ‘going on satisfactorily, 
but matters\ might be satisfactory to-day 
and unsatisfactory to-morrow.” 


MEN GO OUT AT WILKESBARRE. 





Car Shop Hands Quit on Superinten- 
dent's Refusal to Reinstate Laid- 
Off Employes. 


WILKESBARRE, Penn., April 11.—Every 
man in the car shops of the Central Rail- 
road of New Jersey at Ashley went on strike 
at noon to-day because Superintendent 
Thomas refused to reinstate -thirty em- 
ployes who had been laid off a few days 
ago. The em}.loyes claimed that the men 
were discharged because they were promi- 
nent in the labor union, while Superin- 
tendent Thomas said it was because of 
slack work. 

The employes held a meeting last night 
and decided to strike at noon to-day unless 
the men were taken back. A _ committee 
waited on Superintendent Thomas to-day. 
He told the members that he could not 
take the men back at this time, but if busi- 
ness ‘improved he would probably find 

laces for them. This answer was not sat- 
sfactory to the committee and a strike 
order was issued at cnce. a 

When the whistle blew at 1 o'clock not’a 
man in the car department went to work. 

A committee of the striking employes held 
a conference with Superintendent Thomas 
to-night. As a compromise the Superin- 
tendent offered to take fourteen of the old- 
est suspended men back. This was not sat- 
isfactory to the committee, who wanted all 
the men reinstated. At a meeting of the 
strikers held to-night it was resolved to re- 
main out until their demands. are acceded 


to. 


The officials of the Central are not dis- 
turbed over the trouble reported atthe. 
Ashley car shops of the company. Vice 
President Warren said yesterday: 

“This alleged strike has not yet been 





‘reported to me, so I.do not know anything 


about it. I do know that largely on ac- 
ecunt of the season of the yeur work at 
those shops is light, and it was ne¢essary 
to reduce the force. That is done whenever 
the volume of work decreases. I do not 
anticipate that there will be any serious 
trouble over the matter. It seems to be en- 
tirely within the hands of the local officials 
deka there.”’ 


STRIKE OF POTTERS ‘THREATENED 


Eastern Employers and Men Not in 
Sympathy with Western Agitation. 
TRENTON, N. J., April 11.—There: §is 

trouble brewing between the manufacturing 

potters of the country and their gmployes, 
particularly with respect to the “Western 
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potteries.. The men who are employed in 
the Westein potteries are dissatisfied he- 
cause, 2s they claim, the scale of wages 
agreed upon by the manufacturers and the 
men have net been put in-full operation. 
The men'in the West are endeavoring to 
have their National organization call all the 
men out if the manufacturers do not agree 
to their demands. 

The men who comprise the Trenton end 
of the organization are opposed to the 
move because they have no special griev- 
ance. A representative of the Western 
manufacturers has been in Trenton for the 
past week endeavoring to have the Tren- 
ton manufacturers stand with the Western 
manufacturers in case the men are called 
out. The Trenton manufacturers do not 
take kindly to the proposition, because 
they, Hke their employes, have no fault 
to find with existing conditions. 


TO STOP PIGEON SHOOTING. 


Bill Introduced at Albany Fixes a Pen- 
alty of $60 and $25 for Each 
Bird Killed or Shot At.

ALBANY, April #1.—Senator Slater to- 
day introduced a bill to prevent the shoot- 
ing of live pigeons, fowl, or other birds, 
for amusement, or as a test of Skill in 
marksmanship. The bifl provides as fol- 

lows: 

Section 1. Any person who keeps or uses a 
live pigeon, fowl! or othar bird for the purposes 
of a target, or to be shot. at either for amuse- 
ment or as a test of skill in markmanship or 
shoots at a bird kept or used as aforesaid, or is 
a party to such shooting, or leases a building, 
room, field, or premises or kfiowingly p2rmits the 
use thereof for the purpose of such shooting, 
shall be guilty’ of a misdemeanor and shall be 
liable to a penalty of $60 for each violation of 
this act and to an additional penalty of $25 for 
each pigeon, fowt, or other bird shot at, or 
killed in violation thereof. Nothing in this act 
shall apply to the shooting of wild game. 

Sec. 2,. Chapter 107 of the laws of 1875, en- 
titled ‘‘ An act in relation to the treatment of 
animals '’ is hereby repealed. 


Senator Slater said he had been inter- 
ested in the bill by the Audubon Society 
and the Society for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Animals, both of which had 
been much wrought up by the slaughter of 
thousands of pigeons tn the recent tourna- 
ment near New York. 


ERRORS IN THE LOGAN STATUE. 


Logan Was Not Sworn in as Senator by 
Vice President Arthur, as Por- 


trayed in a Tablet.

WASHINGTON, April 11.—Representative 
Landis of Indiana has examined critically 
the Logan Statue recently unveiled and 
turned over to tha care of the District of 
Columbia.

lawyer. 

Vice Chancellor Emery has granted &n or- 
der to show cause.why the husband should 


not be enjoined from handling the income 
from the property@and why a receiver 
should, not be appointed. That order is 
made returnable next Monday in Chancery 
Chambers, Je City. : 
The -bill recites- that the young _,woman 
was married to Lotary on ae 31 last, 
prior to which time she had lived ‘with her 
parents in New York es that at the time 
of her marriage Adolph Powell, her. father, 
handed his daughter $5,000 as,a wedding 
present, promising $1,000 more; that on the 
day of the marriage Lotary asked-for and 
received from his bride $1,000 out of the 
$5,000, promiging.to return it within a year; 
that in October Mrs. Lotary paid her hus- 
band $500 more, but only after his alternate 
‘demands and entreaties "’ and his promise 
to pay it back in January. 

In the latter part of the next month 
(November) Mrs. Lotary purchased from 
the estate of John J. Coster an apartment 
house at Grand and Second Streets, Ho- 
boken. She paid the $3,500 left of her 
father’s’ gift to the Coster estate, and to 
it she added a second mortgage for $1,500. 
To some bank or trust company, the name 
of which she does not know, Mra. Lotary 
executed a finst mortgage of $6,500, and 
the money advanced under it she used in 
payment for the property. :

Again 
she relented and accompanied her husband 
to the law offi of Besson & Spohr, and 
executed a ~ conveying the apartment 
house to John D. Pierson, 4 young clerk 
employed in the law office, who executed 
simultaneously ‘another deed conveying the 
property to r. Lotary. Both deeds were 
vated April 5, and were immediately re- 
corded by her husband. 

Mrs. Lotary charged her husband with 
being unable to support her last Monday, 
and declared she would leave him and re- 
turn to her parents’ home.

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JAIL AND FINE FOR 
COUNCILMAN BRICE 





Sentenced to Serve Ten Days for 
Contempt of Court. 





Justice Scott Also Finds Him Guilty of 
False Swearing—Disobeyed Order 
Issue. 





Councilman Stewart M. Brice has been 
adjudged guilty of contempt by Justice 
Scott of the Supreme Court, and unless he 


secures a stay pending an appeal, must 
serve ten days in the county (Ludlow 
Street) jail. In addition he must pay 


$473.35, which includes costs and a fee of 
$150 to the attorneys who prosecuted the 
case. 

Mr. Brice is at present in Washington, 
and a member of his family said last night 
that it was not known when he would re- 
turn. 

An appeal lies to the Appellate Division 
of the Supreme Court, but if taken it would 
not act as a stay of execution. Such stay 
would have to be secured from a Supreme 
Court Justice after showing that there is a 
reasonable doubt of thé@respondent’s guilt. 
Meantime r. Brice being outside the 
jurisdiction 6f the court, it is not known 
what steps he is likely to take to avoid 
the humilation of undergoing a jail sen- 
tence, His attorney, James W. Gerard, Jr., 
could not be seen yesterday afternoon or 
last night. 


Justice Scott declares in his opinion, hand- 
ed down yesterday, that the Councilman is 
not only guilty of contempt, “‘ but of false 
Swearing in his efforts to escape the con- 
sequences of. his contumacy."’ This is the 
most serious feature of the court's ruling, 
according to lawyers who have been con- 
nected with the proceedings against the re- 
spondent. 

These proceedings grew out of the Coun- 


| cil’s refusal to obey a writ of mandamus,

issued on July 25, 1899, directed against 
the Municipal Assembly, commanding the 
members of the Council and Board of Al- 
dermen to forthwith assemble and author- 
ize the Controlier of the City of New York 
to issue corporate stock of the city for the 
purpose of paying to John Pierce money 
due him for work on the Hall of Records. 

On the day that this wfit was. served 
twenty-two members of the Council voted 
for what was known as the “ Cassidy reso- 
lution,”’ which, in effect, was a resolution 
to ignore the order of court. As a result 
the following members of the Council were 
later fined for contempt: Thomas F, Foley, 
Martin Engel, John J. Murphy,-Adolph C. 
Hottenroth, Eugene A. Wise, CHarles H. 
Francisco, Adam H. Leieh, William A. 
Doyle, M. F. Conly, F. J. Goodwin, J.T. 
Oakley, F. F. Williams, Bernard C. Murphy, 
and Joseph Cassidy. 


THE CASE OF MR, BRICE. 

The Brice case differs: from the others 
because of the fact that on the return day 
of the motion to punish him he-did not ap- 
pear, and his default was taken. The case 
was afterward reopened and he*was heard 
by counsel in, opposition to the motion. 

“He prestnted,” says Justice Scott, “ag 
affidavit in which he allegéd with’ precision 
and particularity that the writ of man- 
damus was not served upon him until the 


day on which the Council met, and ‘ at the 
instant when the Council wag adjourning’ ; 
that he did not vote for a certain contuma- 
ious resolution adopted by the Counei! at 
omneng: that he was not present when 
Fesohition was voted upon, and was not 
rved with the porevere writ until ‘ the 
Council was in the act of adjourning.’ ” 
rs foregoing issues of fact being raised 
matter was teterred to a referee to de- 
termine the truth. The referee took a large 
amount of evidence and also examined the 
records of the Council, and he found that 
the mandamusi was served upon Mr. Brice 
forty minutes.before the Council adjourned; 
that Brice was present in the Council cham- 
ber prior to the passage of the ‘ Cassidy 
resolution ” ; that he was present during its 
discussion, and that he was present when 
the resolution was voted upon. 

Justice Scott says that a careful reading 
of the testimony convinces him that the 
referec’s findings are justified, and adds 
that ‘‘the respondent has not only faileu 
te purge himself of contempt, but. has at- 
tempted to.deceive and mislead the court 
as to the’ facts relating thereto.” 

Among the’ witnesses who testified be- 
fcre Referee Arthur was the Clerk of the 
Council, who showed from the books that 
Councilman Brice answered to rolHcall and 
that he voted during that particular ses- 
sign upon several measures. Others testi- 
fied to his presence in court, and the Judge 
says-that-his presence, even if he refrained 
from voting on the ‘‘ Cassidy resolution,” 
was sufficient to place him in contempt. 

L. Laflin Kellogg of the firm of Kellogg 
& Rose, who represented the relator in the 
case, Mr, Pierce, said yesterday: 

‘**As a majority of the members finally 
purged themselves of contempt, and on 
Aug. 2, 1899, obeyed the mandate. of the 
court, thus assuring the payment of our 
client, the case against Brice would not 
havé been pushed, so far as we are con- 
cerned, had it not been for his inexcusable 
conduct. He came to our office accom- 

ied by his counsel,- Mr. Gerar and 
as so discourteous, boisterous, and abu- 
sive that I had to ask him to ledve the 
room. He declared that he had -not been 
served with the mandamus, and, in fact, 
went over the very things which he after- 
ward embodied in-his affadavit, and which 
the court has decided were not true. He 
threatened to ‘make it hot’ for us, and 
virtually ‘accused Mr. Rose, my partner, 
of committing perjury.” 


“WANT HIM SENT TO JAIL. 


‘“* Will ‘the prosecution insist that Brice 
be sent to jail?’’ Mr. Kellogg was asked. 


““ 'Yes,’’ he responded, ‘‘ we will ask for 
the order qoaeen sine: him to-morrow. 
do not know where he is, but he will, if 
within the jurisdiction of the court, ha've 


to serve the sentence unless he gets a stay’ 


pending an appeal to the Appellate Di- 
vision. Judge Scott would not be the one 
to pass upon such an appeal. Of cotrse, if 
a stay were not granted, he would prob- 
ably’ have served his time before the high- 
er court would reach the case. 

*« F declared after his visit to my office,” 
continued Mr. Kellogg. “ that I would push 
the matter to the end, and I shall do so. 
He even said that certain papers were not 
served on him which I know the chief 
clerk of this office served pérsonally.”’ 

“Is it NHkely that a charge of perjury 
will ,be made against the Councilman in 
view of Justice Scott's decision? ”’ 

“Not far as we gre concerned. We set 
out to vindicate the position we had taken 
in the first place, and with a determina- 
tion to. show that Brice’s charges ‘were. not 
true. When we have done that we will be 
through. Any citizen, however, could take 
the matter before the Grand Jury or call 
the attention of the authorities to the 
record.

END OF PENNSYLVANIA CANAL. 


Btockholders Vote Unanimously to 
Abandon Old Waterway. 


Special to The New York Times. 


PHIGADELPHIA, April 11.—The stock- 
holders of the Pennsylvania Canal, a por- 
tion of the State’s system of interior wa- 
terways, and an important factor in early 


transportation days, by.a unanimous vote 
to-day decided to abandon it. This action 
ratifies a resolution adopted by the Direc- 
tors authorizing the President, Gen. Isaac 
‘Wistar, to dispese of the property of the 
company. 

The part of the canal affected by this 
move extends from Columbia to Nanticoke, 
a distance of 144 miles, and from’ North- 
umberland to Loyalsock, about thirty miles, 
and was constructed by the State, under an 
act of the Legislature, appreyed by Gov. 
Shulzer in 1826. In. June, 1857; the canal 
and railroad, forming the main line ‘from 
Philadelphia to Pittsburg, were sold to the 
Pennsylvania Road> for $7,500,000. The) 
branch lines’ were sold in May, 1859, for 
$3,781,250. 

In 1866 the Pennsylvania Canal Company 
was organized, and the entire main line 
and branches of the canal were merged into 
the new company. -The Pennsylvania Canal 
Company li be kept intact until the 6 
per cent. mortgage bonds of the company 
mature, in 1910, Of these, some $2,000; 
of an original issue of $3,000,000 in 1870 are: 

* outstanding, and the Pennsylvania Road’ 
guarantees the payment of interest.

Memory of Witnesses Before Civil 
Service Board Defective. 








Mr. York Rebuked for Interrupting— 
The Recommendations on Which 
Mr. Sexton Acted—The Case 

of Sergt. Braun.

When the State Civil Service Commis- 
,sion convened in the New York Life Build- 
‘ing yesterday morning for its second day 
of probing into the .charges of outrageous 
violation of the law by the old Police 
Board in the promotion of sixteen Ser- 
geants to the rank of Captain on Dec. 27 
last, it found nearly a score of members of 
the force who had_come, in answer'to sub- 
poenas, to help it with its labors. 

Bernard J. York, President, and “Coém- 
missioners Henry E. Abell and John B. 
Sexton of the former board were there. 
Their colleague, Jacob Hess, however, was 
said to be confined to his house by illness. 
Confronting them was Secretary George 
McAneny of the Civil Service Reform As- 
sociation, which brings the charges, and 
he frequently suggested questions to Sam- 


-uel H, Ordway, who was introduced as 


eounsel to the State commission. 

It ig charged that the Police Board de- 
jiberately falsified the reports of com- 
Mmanding officers as to the fitness of the 
Sergeants applying ‘for promotion, substi- 
tuting arbitrary ratings of their own, which 
made ‘it possible for them to-promote their 
favorites, except in the case of four, who, 
being veterans, were exempt from these 
provisions. 

What is set forth as perhaps the most 
flagrant case is that of Sergt. Jacob Braun 
of the Leonard Street Station,-who at the 


time of the promotions had been an Acting 
Captain for more than a year. He had been 
seventeen years on the force and had never 
met with a fine or reprimand. His superior 
officer, Inspector Adam A. Cross, had rated 
him generally as ‘ excellent,’’ but in most 
instances the Commissioners cut this down 
to» “ fair,” which is next to the lowest 
rating, when they returned the reports to 
the unicipal Civil Service Commission. 
This was his rating in the subject *‘ Knowl- 
edge of Infantry Tactics and Use of the 
Club,”’ though Inspector Cross had _re- 
turned him as ‘excellent,’ the highest 
standard. Sergt. Braun was born in Ger- 
many, educated in a German military col- 
lege, and, coming to this country in 1873, 
enlisted as a private in the regular army of 
the United States, serving for five years, 
and in that time rose to be drill master in 
his.regiment with the rank of Sergeant, and 
with his honorable discharge carries a spe- 
cial certificate from Colonel, now Major 
eneral, Otis, especially commending him 
or those qualities for which Messrs. York, 
Sexton, and their associates rated him as 
next to the poorest. All this was sworn to 
yesterday both by Sergt. Braun and Inspec- 
tor Cross. °

this before, but frankly admitted that it

MR. DEVERY’S JUDGMENT DAY. 


Decides to Have Two Policemen Dis- 
Missed from the Force and Sar- 
castically Lectures a Captain. 


At yesterday's police trials Deputy Com- 
missioner Devery presided as usual, and 
during the hearings he gave further” evi- 
dence that he knows all the tricks of the 
patrolman’s trade, and the Roundsman’s, 
too, for that matter, and he made a prac- 


tical application of that knowledge to ev- 
ery case that was brought before him. 

The first case to be brought before the 
Deputy Commissioner yesterday was a seri- 
ous one, at least, for the accused. Patrol- 
man George A. Mencke of the Eldridge 
Street Station was charged with so neglect- 
ing his duty as an officer in the case of 
an attempted suicide that he did not even 
call an ambulance, and the man died a 
few hours later in the hospital. Mencke 
was fined thirty days’ pay a week ago for 
falsely arresting and abusing a woman, 
who said that he had won her affections 
and finally grew tired of her and cast her 
off. The Deputy Commissioner turned: to 
Mencke after hearing the evidence in the 
case and said: 

“If you had done your duty that man 
might have been alive to-day. I am sure 
you are not a fit man to be on the police 
force. You were ordered to investigate that 
case. You didn’t even obey these orders 
or report, much less de what any decent 
saloon would have*‘done. Last week I 
ined you thirty days’ pay for chasing wo- 
men—”’ 

“She lied to you,’” interrupted Mencke. 

“IT believe her, not you,” replied Dev- 
ery, ‘‘and not ten minutes after you left 
this kuilding that day I saw you, all 
dressed up fine like a dude, getting on a 
car with another woman.”’ 

“ That is proper,’ interrupted the police- 
man again. 

‘Yes, that is proper,’’ continued Devery, 
growing ,more severe, “ ang I am goin’ to 
recommend that you he broke for failin’ 
to do your duty in this case.” 

Policeman Howe of the Eldridge Street 
Station was charged with allowing a safe 
weighing 700 pounds to be taken out of a 
saloon on his .post. Capt. Short was the 
complainant. 

“They don’t break open safes in your 
precinct,”’ remarked the Deputy Commis- 
sioner to the Captain; ‘‘ they just take ’em 
out bodily. It’s a.wonder they don’t take 
@ house away from there some time. You 
want to look out that they don’t.” 

The policeman was finally. discharged; 
then Devery again turned to Capt. Short. 

‘‘You want to stir your Roundsmen and 
Sergeants up a little over there now and 
then,” said he. ‘‘ You want-to stir ’em wp, 
and you want to go out yéurself once in,a 
while in the wee hours of the morning and 
see what thcse mén of yours. aré doing. 
You ought to be gat that they haven't 
ouse off on a truck,” 

Policeman Lubbe_ of. the “West Thirty- 
seventh Street station, who was ‘on’ trial 
last week for turning a prisoner loose, was 
up yesterday for insubordination. growing 
out of the case. He denied the ¢harge. 

“I’m tired coming here all the time,” 
he added. ‘‘I want a little rest.” ; 

“Oh, he does, does he?” said Devery. 
‘* Well, I'll give you plenty of rest. I'll rec- 
ommend that you be dismissed from the 
department.”’ 


ATTACK EDUCATIONAL LAWS. 


Speakers at the Catholic Conference at 
Chicago Say They Are Un- 
fair and Partial. 


CHICAGO, April, 11.—Educational legig- 
latien in the United States. was attacked 
to-day in the discussions at the Roman 
Catholic educational conference as being 
unfair, partial, and prejudicial to the pri- 
vate rights of individuals and to religious 
institutions, in the téndency of the laws to 
absolute State control of schools. 

The educators urged combined and earn- 
est action to extend and perfect the Roman 


Catholic education system and protect the 
institutions championing it, in order to win 
in the competition between the secular and 
church institutions. It was claimed by the 
speakers that the present time is the most 
critical one to determine the supremacy or 
weakening of the church educational sys- 
tem. 

A paper on “ Educational Legislation in 
the United States,”” which brought out the 
discussion, was read by the Rev. James P. 
Fagan, 8._J., Vice President of Geopge- 
town Univ®rsity. Detailed accounts of the 
law enacted in several States relative to 
education and those now being proposed 
were considered and their tendencies, pre- 
judicial to the Church institutions, it was 
asserted, were pointed out. The, free text- 
books, the Bureau of Education; the Na- 
tional Educational Association, the State 
control of private schools and colleges, were 
discussed in connection with the stibject. « 

The speakers declared. that modern educa- 
tional sega ten threatened the life of the 
arochial ‘school system. All this class of 
egislative action, they said, seriously dis- 
criminateld against the Church achoate and 
every other system of education seeking to 
combine religious training with learning. It 
Was argued that under existing conditions 
Catholics were compeyed to pay taxes for 
the support of public schools which their 
children do not atterd.

‘Dock Board Boat Richard Croker Beaten 


by Tug Joseph F. Traft in Race 
to be First Under It. 





The cross streams of hurrying people on 
Brooklyn Bridge paused yesterday in their 
journey. The howling of sirens drew their 
attention up the river. As they looked a 
long black loop resting momentarily, an 
end on either shore, came from out of the 
water. From each side of the river it 
arose rapidly nearing the centre of the 
stream. Then from the towers an. either 
shore. the sagging centre of the inverted 
loot seemed plucked from midstream, to 
be raised as a downward curving black line, 
a twisted rainbow, against the sky. It was 
the first strand of a temporary cable for 
the new bridge. 

For the event the George Starr left Pier 
A in the morning, having on board, besides 
the Bridge Commissioners and some minor 
city officials, a liberal collection of the 
stocky frames and ruddy faces known to 
the faithful in some of the districts of this 
town. There wefe bicycle riders, confi- 
dential and confident in their assertion that 


““my friend the Commissioner is going to 
let me ride de foist bike ‘cross the foot- 
bridge when she goes up, see? An’, young 
feller, don’t forget I ride a —— make. 1 
gets a regular salary, but you neédn't say 
that, see?’’ And then there were Aidermen 
from Brooklyn and Aldermen from Man- 
hattan, each with a press agent, who read- 
ily divulged thea great man’s name. 

Mayor Van Wyck, President brenyg o8 
heimer, Controller Coler, and other high 
officials had’ been invited by the Bridge 
Commissioners, but none put in an ap- 
pearance. Mayor Van Wyck’'s invitation 
reached him just half an hour before the 
George Starr started from the dock. There 
have been strained relations between the 
Bridge Commissioners and©~ Mayor Van 
Wyck and Controller Coler since the recent 
trouble over the condemnation of lands for

After a landing had been made at South 
Sixth Street to take on more great men 
and_ their press, agents, and to allow the 
Bridge Commission tq inspect the anchor- 
age, the George Starr made her way to the 
Manhattan side, where a caterer’s wagon 
waited. Then she lay off in midstream 
awaiting the moment. 

Meanwhile back at the anchorage on. the 
Williamsburg side blocks and tackle were 
being made ready. The hoisting was_to be 
done entirely on the eastern shore, as the 
Manhattan end had been already anchored 
before the cable was ferried over. The 
cable end on the eastern shore had been 
raised to the saddle and, there clamped to 
a smaller cable leading to.a drum on the 
anchorage, where the engines were placed. 
Upon the summit of the Manhattan tower 
stood William Hildebrand, the Roeblings’ 
engineer. Across the fiver, on the top of 
the opposite tower, was O. P. Porter, their 
construction superintendent. Below. the 
George. Starr, lying in midstream, was the 
Harbor Supervisor's Vigilant, and above 
her the Nimrod. 

Ferryboats, aquatic misers, continued to 
earn their fares to ‘the last moment, to 
the disgust of those in charge on the river. 
All were ready for the moment when the

The ferryboat Columbia 
and two railroad floats lashed on either 
side to-a tug plodded along into the closed 
area,

NEVADA'S RAILWAY FIGHT. 


SALT LAKE, Utah, April 11.—Vice Presi- 
dent Bancroft of the Oregon Short Line 
said to-day that about 125 men are at work 
laying iron at the end of the track in Ne- 
vada, and that the work is going on with- 


out interruption. Nearly a mile of track 
was laid yesterday, progress being slightly 
delayed by necessary bridgework. 

Cc. O. Whittemore, were tor the San 
Pedro, Los Angeles and Salt Lake Railroad 
Company, returned from the end of the 
track to-day, He says his road has a force 
on the ground preparing the grade, and 
that additional help is being sent to the 
front. Hé says that no physical force has 
been used by his company, but that his 
men have been compelled by superior num- 
bers to give way to the Oregon Short Line 
force, which is laying track on the grade 
prepared by his men. He has instructions 
rom the general officers of his road to 
spare no necessary expense ‘in protecting 
the interests of the company. Speaking on 
the question of legal rights, Mr. Whitte- 
more said: 

‘The Short Line went into a contest with 
us before the United States Land Office of 
Nevada to determine the ownersh?p of the 
Lincoln County grade, and when the de- 
cision went against them they undertook to 
gain by force what was denied by law.” 

On the other hand, the Oregon Short Line 
eople insist that the new company has no 
egal right to the grade in question. No 
action has been taken in the nature of in- 
junction proceedings or in bringing the 
question before the courts. 





Southern Railway Buys Small Line. 
Special to The New York Times. 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., April 11.—The South- 
ern Railway became the owner of the New 


Albany Belt and Terminal Railroad to-day. 
It was sold at auction, and was purchased 
by A..P. Humphrey, acting for the South- 
ern Railway. he purchase price was $50,- 
000, and the company assumed the bonded 
indebtedness of $300,000. The Terminal 
road is six miles long, and connects the old 
St. Louis Air-Line with the Kentucky and 
Indiana Bridge. The road has been in the 
hands of a receiver for a number of years. 
George T. Jarvis, formerly receiver of the 
Air Line, acted in that capacity. It will be 
operated with the St. Louis Division of the 
Southern. 


To Absorb Lehigh Navigation Company. 

PHILADELPHIA, April 11.—A story was 
current in financial circles to-day that the 
Philadelphia and Reading Railway Com- 
pany was endeavoring to secure control of

of the Secretary of State to increase its 
capital stock for the purpose of buying the 
Brainerd and Northern Railroad, a majJori- 
ty of stock of which is owned by the 
Northern Pacifie. The Brainerd and North- 
ern and Minnesota and International will 
be merged with the Northern Pacific and 
the line will extend to the Canadian border. 
This distance will be covered by rails in 
thirty days.

William Crampton Records His 
Lectures in a Phonograph.

TALKS AGAINST. TIME 





“ Preaching Policeman” of: Brooklyn to 
be Operated Upon To-day — His 
Wildly Adventurous Life. 





With a life of silence before him, begin- 
ning with to-day, William Crampton, a 
public lecturer-of Brooklyn, put in yester- 
day talking against time into the gaping 
funnel of a phonograph receiver, storing up 
lectures ‘pending ‘the loss of his tongue. 
For to-day the knife of a surgeon in Seney 
Hospital will make of Mr. Crampton a 
‘‘tongueless lecturer.’’ A cancer has spread 
from the tip of Mr. Crampton’s tongue 
backward and downward into his throat, 
and in the hope that the operation will 
save the man’s life, Dr. Lewis M. Pilcher 
will to-day remove his tongue. 

Yesterday Mr. Crampton was told by the 
doctors that it was the last day that he 
would enjoy the power of speech. He went 
to his Home, 426 Thirteenth Street, with a 
strange purpose formed. He had resolved 
that although speech be taken from him, 
his voice should live and be heard Still in 
lectures. So it was that all day yesterday 
he talked.into a phonograph, filling record 
after record with his lectures. If he sur- 
vives to-day’s operation he will continue 
lecturing by means of the phonograph. _ 

Mr. Crampton is known in Brooklyn as 
the “preaching policeman.’’ He served on 
the local police force for six years, leav- 
ing it in 189%. For twelve years he has 
delivered lectures, made up of the rary 
of the strangely adventurous life he has 
led. . His life story ts one of perils innum- 
erable on and land ‘sea, of desperate vent- 
ures and hairbreadth escapes from death in 
all parts of the world. 

He began his strenuous career when six- 
teen years old ~~ getting kicked in the face 
by a horse and having his jaw broken. He 
marched with Sherman to the sea, was 
wounded several times and captured by 
guerrillas. Condemned to be shot by them, 
he escaped in the night a few hours before 
the time set for his death. 

After the war Crampton became a sailor, 
went. whaling, fell overboard, and was 
saved from becoming the breakfast of a 
hungry shark.’ With the average man 
this would have been excitement enough, 
and to spare, for one life, but Crampton 
was, just getting into his stride as an ad- 
venturer. 

When the Malay pirates were relieving 
the dullness of sea travé@l in Asiatic waters, 
Crampton fell into their clutches, accord- 
ing to his story, but escaped from them 
after a desperate fight, in which he was 
wounded. The next thing that befell the 
adventurous Mr. Crampton was trouble 
with calf worshippers.in India.

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A TRIUMPH FOR M. LOUBET 


Even His Opponents Praise His 
Tact During This Week’s Events. 


FRANCO-ITALIAN FRIENDSHIP 











. 
Significance of the Telegrams Ex- 
changed Between President Loubet 
and King Victor Emmanuel. 





PARIS, April 12.—At the conclusion of 
the festivities at Toulon last night, Presi- 
dent Loubet proceeded to his home at,Mon- 
télimar, in the Department of the Drome, 
to visit his aged mother and take a few 
days’ repose after the fatigues of the many 
finctions of the week, which have kept him 
occupied from early morning until late at 
night. 

The satisfactory manner in which the 
whole affair has been carried out has been 
a@ personal success for M. Loubet. Nothing 
but praise is heard, even from his oppon- 
ents, for the able manner in which he has 
played his part. The accounts agree that 
not a false note has disturbed the har- 
mony, and the tact displayed on all sides, 
from President Loubet, the Duke of Genoa, 


and Admiral Birileff, to the minor partic- 


ipants in the events, was a noteworthy 
feature. 
As to the political side of the Franco- 


Italian demonstration, the Temps last even- 
ing put the situation in a clear light with 
the following remarks: 

‘“‘The words pronounced by M. Loubet 
and the Duke of Genoa, and especially the 
telegrams exchanged between M. Loubet 
and the King of Italy, stamp the_ proceed- 
ings at Toulon with their true diplomatic 
significance. France and Italy yesterday 
gave one another, officially, the title of 
‘friends,’ which accords so well with the 
fraternity of their genius and blood. This 
is an event which must not be distorted nor 
wrongly interpreted, but there is little risk 
of exaggerating its importance, which, tak- 
ing everything into consideration, is con- 
siderable. Both Italy and France have 
greatly changed since the time of Bismarck 
and Crispi. We cannot yet say what fruits 
yesterday will bring forth, but we augur 
much therefrom.” ; 

The Journal des Débats said the events 
at Toulon would leave a happy souvenir. in 
the history of France and Italy, and their 
rapprochement would henceforth rank as 
on established, avowed, and proclaimed 
act. ; 

M. Hanotaux, ex-Minister of Foreign Af- 
fairs, is quoted as expressing the opinion 
that the Toulon demonstrations were a 
valuable indication of the pacific ~senti- 
ments animating the powers. He said the 
visit of the Italian squadron marked the 
end of a painful period of tension in the 
relations between France and Italy. 


TOULON, April 11.—On behalf of the King 
of Italy the Duke of Genoa this morning 
distributed a number of decorations to the 
French Ministers and military, naval, and 
civil officials. 

At noon President Loubet boarded the 
Lepanto, the Italian flagship, and lunched 
with the Duke. The function was held on 
the gun deck, which was transformed into 
a banqueting hall. Footmen. belonging to 
the household of the Duke, in scarlet liv- 
eries, served the table, which was beauti- 
fully adorned with gold plate -nd porce- 
lain centre pieces filled with flowers. A 
gold service was used for .M. ,Loubet and 
the Duke, a silver service for the attend- 
ing Ministers, while a valuable Saxon porce- 
lain service was used for the other guests. 

The Duke, in toasting the Chief Execu- 
tive of France, said: 

** Permit me, Mr. President, to express to 
you my acknowledgment of the very cor- 
dial and sympathetic welcome accorded by 
France to myself and to the squadron un- 
der my command. I shall retain an unal- 
terably happy recollection of the magnifi- 
cent reception. I drink to France and to 
her armies on land and.sea, and I also de+ 
sire to express my highregard for your- 
self personally.” 

Before he resumed his seat,, the Duke 
touched glasses with President Loubet, and 
the. two warmly clasped hands. M. Loubet 
replied as ‘follows: 

‘“*Monseigneur, I am profoundly moved 
by the friendship you have just expressed 
for the French Republic and its President, 
and by the sympathy which. you show for 
its army and navy. It is unnecessary to re- 

eat to you what are the feelingseyof the 

‘rench Nation toward Italy. You already 
know them, and I have. described them to 
you. But I wish once more to assure you 
that we are yroroanely touched by the evi- 
dence of friendship which his Majesty, the 
King of Italy, has given to France by send- 
ing your grand squadron here. 1 drink to 
the health of King Victor Emmanuel, to the 
royal family, to their prosperity, and to the 
Italian fleet. I drink also to your personal 
health, Monseigneur. Just now, I notice in 
your cabin the pictures of those dear to 
you. Permit me to associate them with 
yourself in the good wishes I am now ex- 
pressing, and to drink to the health of your 
entire family.” 

While on board the Lepanto M. 
discussed with the Duke the increasg and 

erfection of modern armaments, remark- 
fie that it would be a terrible responsi- 
bility to provoke war. The Duke replied: 

“You are right, and I think such visits 
as these are calculated to render the rela- 
tions between nations more cordial.” 

M. Loubet and M. Delcassé spent half an 
hour on board the submarine boat Gustave 
Zédé. During part of the time she was go- 
ing through evolutions submerged. he 
President also visited the Russian battle- 
ship Czarevitch and the Russian armored 
eruiser Bayan, bestowing Commanderships 
in the Legion of Honor upon their Cap- 
tains. 

Later M. Loubet attended a banquet given 
in his honor. He took a cordial leave of 
the Duke of Genoa at 11:30 P. M. 


the Duke.of Genoa at 11:30 P. M., and soon 
afterword started for Montélimar. 

The Duke, with the Italian warships, will 
remain here until Saturday. 





ROME, April 11. he Patria publishes a 
dispatch from Touldn giving an interview 
with M. Delcassé, the French Foreign Min- 
ister, regarding the significance of the fes- 
tivities there. M. Delcassé is reported as 
having said: 

“The interests of France and Italy are 
happily not opposed. Diplomacy ought to 
profit by this absence of motives for con- 
flict. My ambition is to conclude another 
commercial treaty with Italy. I have been 
charmed by the tact, courtesy. ability, cul- 
ture, and savoir faire of the Duke of 
Genoa.” 


King Oscar to Arbitrate Samoan Claims 


WASHINGTON, April 11.—King Oscar 
of Sweden and Norway has accepted the 
post of arbitrator on the Samoa claims 
of the United States, Gfeat Britain, and 
Germany, although it is learned that his 
illness has thus far prevented him from 

iving active consideration to the subject. 

he German case has been made up, and 
is now at Stockholm; the United‘ States 
ease is about completed, and the British 
claims are probably in Stockholm by this 
time. King Oscar’ will have. general 
charge, not only of the determination of 
the amount of the claims, but also will 
decide the more important question as to 
what claims arose as a necessary result of 
the milifary operations during the last 
uprising in Samoa.

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THE THEFT OF GOLD BARS. 


Officials of North German Lloyd Com- 
pany Satisfied that the Robbery Was 
Caemmitted on This Side. 


BREMEN, April 11.—in support of their 
belief that the gold bars missing from the 
specie-room of the Kaiser Wilhelm der 
Grosse in transit between New York and 
Cherbourg were stolen at New York, the 


officials ef the North German Lloyd 
Steamship Company point out that the 
specie-room of the vessel is situated be-, 
hind the baggage-room, the latter contain- 
ing the trunks of hundreds of passengers, 
which are piled up against the door of the 
specie-room. 

The officials are satisfied that the gold 
was abstracted between the afternoon 
when the kegs containing the gold were 
placed in the stror.-room and the following 
morning, when the passengers’ baggage 
was stowed away. they believe that the 
thief allowed himself to be locked up in the 
baggage-room after the gold was deposited 
in the strong-room, and managed to take 
the booty ashore during the confusion in- 
cident to the arrival of passengers and the 
stowing away of the baggage. . 

Inquiry was made at the Detective Bu- 
reau last night as to whether or not the 
officials there considered it possible that 
the robbery éf the gold bars had been per- 
petrated in the manner described in the 
dispatch. 

_'* Why do yeu ask us about it?’’ said the 
Sergeant in charge. We have no official 


notification that the robbery took place. 
All. we know is what we have seen in the 
papers. We have no men working on the 


case at all. As to the possibility of the thief 


having secreted himself in the baggage 
room and accomplished the theft trom 
there—why, anything is possible, you 
know.”’ 


CANARDS ABOUT THE CZAR. 
Reports that He Is Living Behind Steel 
Walls and that the Students Want 
to Kill Him Denied. 


LONDON, April 12.—A dispatch from St. 
Petersburg, dated April 11, says that the 


Stories of plots against the life of the Czar 
which found their way into the American 


press through English, German, Austrian, . 
and French channels, were common. talk 
on the streets of St. Petersburg months 
before they were published, but their in- 
herent improbability and falsity as to de- 
tails caused them to be generally disbe- 
lieved. Reports to the effect that the Czar 
was living behind steel walls, and continu- 
ally running from one desk to another in 
his study for fear of bombs, aroused noth- 
ing but ridicule. 

However, alarm has naturally been felt 
in all circles fot‘the life of the Czar, as 
the avowed Anarchists and revolutionists 
have been displaying unusual activity since 
the beginning of the student troubles, It 
would not be going too far to say that the 
Students’ Central Committee, or some mem- 
bers thereof, are probably compromised by 
their relations with the revolutionary or- 
ganizations, but it is, not generally believed 
that the mass of students are infected with 
revolutionary principles. 

“The students do not appear even to 
have regarded the Czar as responsible tor 
their grievances,"’ continues the dispatch. 
** He recently received a delegation of them 
at Tsarkoe-Selo, where he now resides. 
Many of them frankly confess that they 
never heard an unkind work spoken of him, 
and this cannot be attributed to fear, for 
the students are accustomed to talk quite 
freely among themselves. Thus the idea 
that the students as a body are plotting 
against his life falls to the ground. Em- 
peror Nicholas certainly does not seem to 
entertain this fear, for he comes to the 
city frequently to transact State affairs or 
to attend public concerts.”’ 


Students Demonstrate in Siberia. 


BERLIN, April 11.—The Vorwaerts, the 
Socialist organ, says the student’ demon- 


strations in Russia have spread to Siberia, 
and that 300 students recently paraded in 
Tomsk, singing revolutionary songs. 


KAISER UNVEILS A STATUE. 
Ceremonies in Connection with the Com- 
pletion of the Monument to Em- 
peror William 1. 

POTSDAM, April 11.--Emperor William, 
at noon to-dity, unveiled the equestrian 
statue erected in honor of Emperor Will- 
iam I. 


The Emperor was on horsebatk, and wore 


the uniform of a-German. Field Marshal; 
Baron von Manteuffel, President of the 
Brandenburg Diet, delivered an . oration, 
and later Emperor William and the#Em- 
press reviewed a parade of the troops. 

The ceremony was an imposing one. 
Among those who attended. were. Crown 
Prince Frederick William, Prince and Prin- 
cess Frederick Legpold, and the Grand 
Duke of Weimar. The military honors were 
rendered by the Emperor's favorite com- 
pany of the First Regiment of the Guards. 

In the course of his oration Baron von 
Manteuffel referred to ‘‘ that abominable 
deed at Bremen.”. He concluded as follows: 

‘‘We Brandenburgers wish to honor the 
illustrious grandfather in the grandson. 
Three cheers for our beloved Kaiser, King, 
and Margrave, Wilhelm ITI.”’ 

At luncheon the Emperor said that the 
unveiling of the statue touched chords 
which moved him to call for cheers for the 
Mark of Brandenburg, and for the men of 
the Mark. 

The Emperor has bestowed the Order of 
the Red Teagle upon Prof. Herter, who de- 
signed the monument. 


RESULT OF STUTTGART SCANDAL. 





Minister of War for Wurtemberg Has 
‘Resigned His Portfolio. 


STUTTGART, April 11.—Baron Schott 
von Schottenstein, Minister of War for 
Wurtemberg, concerning whom reports of 
resignation under pressure and of suicide 
pending painful disclosures were circulated 
last month, resigned his portfolio to-day. 


Baron Schott von. Schottenstein, who is 
a General of Infantry, has been Minister of 
War for Wurtemberg for nine years. TLast 
month a woman was arrested in Stuttgart 
at whose fashionable residence, it was ai- 
leged, scandalous orgies had occurred. 

Baron Schott von Schottenstein was ac- 
cused of being one of the principal partici- 
pants in the orgies, and was called upon to 
testify at the preliminary hearing of the 
charges against the woman. Shortly after- 
ward the King of Wiirtemberg gave him 
leave of absence,- and there was a report 
that he had committed suicide. From the 
outset his dismissal or his resignation was 
expected as the Inevitable outcome of the 
scandal. ~~ 


CHINESE COURT’S PLANS. 


Report that It Will Start for Peking 
May 7— Return May Lead to Re- 
opening of Manchuria Question. 


LONDON, April 12.—According to the 
Shanghai correspondent of The Standard 
the Chinese ‘assert that the Court has de- 
cided to leave Sian-Foo for Peking, via 
the Province of Huo-Nan, on’ May 7. 

The Tokio. correspondent. of The Daily 
Expres’ says: 

“Count Okuma _ (ex-Japanese Premicr) 
asserts that the Russo-Japanese crisis is 
postponed until the Chinese Court shall 
have returned to Peking, when Japan must 
send to Russia another protest against the 
occupation of Manchuria.”’ 


PLAGUE RAGING AT CANTON. 


10,000 Deaths in Six Weeks—Smallpox 
on the Monitor Monterey. 


PEKING, April 11.—Robert M. McWade, 
United States Consul at Canton, reports 
that 10,000 deaths from the plague have 
occurred there during th@ past six weeks, 
and that there are 13 ses of smallpox 
en board the United States monitor Mon- 
terey. 

Only cone death bas resulted on the Mon- 
terey, and the other cases of smallpox are 
progressing favorably. 





An American, Long: Resident 
East, Says the Czar Will 
Take Chinese Territory. 


A recent arrival from China is Ralph 
James, who for nearly fifteen years has 
been extensively engaged in mining at 
Kalgan, near Peking, and in Siberia. Since 


his arrival he has placed orders for ma- 
coineyy. to cost nearly $400,000. Years ago 
Mr. James was engaged in newspaper 
work in New York and Pennsylvania. 
Talking with a New YorRK TIMES re- 
otter et the Fifth Avenue Hotel yesterday 
e said: i 

‘“‘T have just returned from a long so0- 
journ on Russian and Chinese soll. It is 
my opinion that Russia will never’ take 
Manchuria or permit others to’ seize it. 
“Russia and the Russians are misunder- 


in the 
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stood. The eyil of the misunderstanding 
is easily traced. It is due to the diplomatic 
‘use of newspapers by Great Britain. The 
latter is a jealous nation with a powerful 
navy. Her great factories have lost the 
trade with Russia and America has gained 
it. England sees this, and to head off the 
inevitable,-has had a score of writers for 
years in the London offices grinding out 
false news to be transmitted to all parts 
of the world about Russia. 

“In 1893 the Russian Government first 
received_a concession in Manchuria from 
China. Russia made a formidable fort out 
of Port Arthur and constructed a railroad 
across Manchuria at a cost of over $50,- 
000,000. Last Summer, during the troubles, 
over $30,000,000 damage was done to this 
railroad by the Boxers. In order to save 
her property and preserve it from entire 
destruction Russia sent 125,000 soldiers 
along the road, and the Chinese, who had 
become roving bands of outlaws and 
thieves, were driven almost entirely from 
the country. 

_ ‘The Emperor of Russia is a home-lov- 
ing man, and his subjects who are now in 
that Manchurian army are of the farming 
class of Siberia, and it is the Emperor's 
wish to have his army sent home, where 
they are needed to prepare for the coming 
season's crops. Still Russian property must 
be protected, and with suc purpose in 
view Russia tried to gradually withdraw 
from Manchuria, making terms with Chi- 
nese officials to protect the great railroad. 

“The Chinese are well aware of the 
friendship of Russia. They know that in 
1893 the Czar prevented Manchurja, Mon- 
golia, and Thibet from revolting and rais- 
ing the Russian flag over their countries. 
The high Princ®@s and priests of those three 
countries have visited the Czar every year. 
praying for permission to raise the Rus- 
sian flag over*‘them. and every time these 
representatives received the same answer: 
‘Russia will never permit her flag to be 
raised over your countries. We want your 
country, peopled by its present citizens, as 
a great open field and barrier between the 
populated districts of China proper and the 
borders of Russia.’ 

‘Had one gone along the line of the 
Trans-Siberian Railway last Fall. as I did. 
during the illness of the Czar, there would 
have been a sight worthy the attention of 
other nations to behold and ponder over. 
All the way from Vladivostock in the east 
to Moscow in the west men, women, and 
children were kneeling in the streets in 
prayer for the recovery of their father, the 

Zar. 

“The recent troubles in St. Petersburg 
were not of a serious character and were 
greatly magnified by the press. particularly 


by the English. All this talk about the 
Czar's guards and steel houses is bosh. The 


Cabinet officers can be seen any day riding 
aleng the Nevsky prospect and are seen of 
an evening at the hotels and restaurants.”’ 


A German Officer Murdered? 
BERLIN, April 11.—A dispatch from Pe- 
king says Capt. Bartsch of the Second In- 
fantry (German) was found dead in the 
neighborhood of Peking yesterday. It is 


added that an inquiry has been opened, and 
that the information so far obtained tends 
to show that the officer met with an acci- 
dent. On the other hand, a dispatch from 
Peking to The Lokal Anzeiger says Capt. 
Bartsch was shot while riding near the 
Summer Palace, and that his horse has dis- 
appeared. 


BOER PEACE NEGOTIATIONS. 


No News as to Their Progress—Dutch 
Committee Hands Check for 
$400,000 to Krueger. 


LONDON, April 12.—No further news has 


been received regarding the reported re- 
sumption of peace negotiations in South 
Africa; but the fact that the censor allowed 
the report to pass and the additional fact 
that the Government has not issued a de- 
nial are held to prove that negotiations of 
some sort are in progress. 

A news agency publishes a dispatch from 
Cape Town received by the Frankfurter 
Zeitung, purporting to be a true picture of 
the present situation in South Africa. 

The dispatch says Gen. De Wet is so dis- 
tracted by the hopelessness of his cause 
that he can truthfully be described as in- 
sane. He goes in fear of his life amidst 
his own troops, and keeps himself sur- 
rounded night and day by a body guard of 
chosen adherents. From his own ranks 
voices are now more frequently heard call- 
ing imperatively for peace. 

There is uno late information from South 
Africa beyond. the fact that the British 
have evacuated Hoopstad, which, The Daily 
Mail observes, ‘‘ seems to show that Lord 
Kitchener's. force is still none too strong." 

It is announced from Brussels that’ the 
Dutch Transvaal Committee has handed to 
Mr. Kriiger a check: for, 1,000,000. florins 
(about $400,000) collected in Holland for the 
assistanee of thé Boers. e 

Mr. Kriiger's entourage assert that the 
route frony. Léydsdoran to Zoutpansberg is 
heavily fortified and able to resist the Brit- 
ish a long time. 


WARNING TO BRITISH TROOPS. 


Officers and Men Who Display the 
White Flag to be Court- ° 
Martialed. 


LONDON, April 12.—The War Office has 
issued the following special order regarding 
surrenders in the field: 

“Any officer or saldier, who, when in 
the presence of the enemy, displays a 
white flag or other token of surrender, will 
be tried by general court-martial.”’ 








Strike of French Miners Threatened. 
LENS, France, April 11.—The Congress of 
French Miners opened here to-day. Unless 


the Government agrees to bring in an 
eight-hour bill, the delegates will probably 
vote for a general strike. 


M. Waldeck-Rousseau Able to Travel. 

PARIS, April 11.—M. Waldeck-Rousseau, 
the Premier, has recovered sufficiently to 
allow him to leave the city, and he started 
last evening for Antibes. Later he will go 
tu Venice. 








RESENTED LAWYER’S WORDS. 


When He Attacked Her Husband in 
Court, Mrs. Everitt Tried to Throw 
a Book at Him. 

There was an exciting happening in the 
Hudson County Circuit at Jersey City yes- 
terday in a damage suit for $10,000, brought 
by Mrs. Henrietta Scott against Dr. John 
Everitt. Mrs. Scott, who is the wife of 
Policeman Scott, while riding a _ bicycle, 
was knocked down and run over by Dr. 
Everitt on the Hudson County Boulevard, 
Sept. 25 last. Mrs. Scott was painfully 


hurt. Dr. Everitt did not dispute the acci- 
dent, but the extent of Mrs. Scott's in- 
juries. He also. set up the defense that 


the accident was occasioned by her own 
carelessness. 

The testimony had been finished and Dr. 
c. ©. Hendrick, who is a lawyer as well as 
a physician, began the summing up for the 


plaintiff. He spoke rather freely of Dr. 
Everitt and of Policeman Hanbury, who 
gave testimony concernin the accident, 
pronouncing them ‘‘a pair of heavenly 
twins.’ He finally alluded to Dr. Everitt 


as ‘‘a green-eyed villain and a perjurer.’’ 
At this juncture Mrs. Everitt, who sat near 
her husband, sprang to her feet and ex- 
citedly exclaimed:

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SMALLPOX HOLDS ITS OWN 


The Proof Furnished by Figures of 
the Health Board. 








Falling Off in the Number of Those Who 
Apply for Vaccination—Whole 
City Affected. 





“Unless people generally awake to a 
realizing sense of the importance of vacci- 
nation we will have the smallpox with us 
all Summer,” said Dr. F. H. Dillingham, 
Assistant Sanitary Superintendent, yester- | 
day. ‘‘ The public has become indifferent. 
While the coming of warm weather may 
result in improved conditons, the one im- 
portant fact to be emphasized is the necés- 
sity for vaccination.” 

While the conditions at present ere not 
such as to Indicate an alarming epidemic, 
it is a fact- that since the discovery of the 
first case there has been no actual head- 
way made as far as decreasing the num- 
ber of cases is concerned. 

The cases reported to the Health Depart- 
ment. for the first eleven days of the pres- 
ent month have been on an average of 
seven a day. January the average per day 
was less than three cases; in February the 
number increased to four a day; in Marck’ 
there were six each day. The increase in 
the daily average for the present month 
serves to prove the fact that there is no 
decrease. 

At the office of the Health Department, 


where in the months of December as many 


as a thousand people called on some days 


to be vaccinated, there were yesterday less 
than fifty persons. It is now only with the 
Sreatest difficulty that the physicians can 
induce persons to submit to vaccination. 

Commissioner Cosby deplored that fact 
yesterday. 

“Try as we will,’ he said, ‘‘ we cannot 
bring people to understand how important 
it is. Take this instance of the motner of | 
a minister whose case was reported on 
Wednesday. She said that she had not | 
heard that there was smallpox in the city, 
Yet the papers have been full of it. W é 
are maintaining a rigorous watch all oveb 
the city.” 

The fact is pointed out at the Health 
Department that the area in which cases 
are found now practically covers all of the 
boroughs of the city. A man walked into 
Harlem Hospital yesterday from Yonkers. 
He said that he was not feeling well when 














he left. Examination showed that he had 
smallpox. He was removed to North 
2rother Island. In addition to that case 


there were six others reported yesterday. 

The totals of cases reported to the Health 
Department for the various months since 
the discovery of the disease are: Novem- 
ber, 35; December, 68; January, 78; Febru- 
ary, 142; March, 194; April, (to date,) 73. ' 

Three deaths were reported for the period 
from Nov. 5 to Jan. 1. The record for the 
succeéding months show eight deaths in 
January, 34 deaths in February, 37 deaths 
aren and seven deaths for April to 

ale, 

The highest number of vaccinations for 
any one week in December was 22,000. For 
the first week in April less than six thou- 
sand persons were vaccinated.

SCHOOL VACCINATION ORDER. 


Brooklyn Principal Issues It, but Soon 





Revokes It—Girl Pupils’ 
tndignation. 
Principal Calvin E. Patterson, of, the 


Girls’ High School in Brooklyn, on: Wednes- 
day issued an order that no pupil who 
failed to show a certificate of having been 
vaccinated within the last year would be 
allowed to attend the school. Yesterday Mr, 
Patterson revoked His order. 

When: the compulsory vaccination notice 
was issued it caused a storm of protest 
among the 2,000 girls who attended the 
school. So indignant. did “some of them 
become that they swallowed pieces of 
chewing gum in the excitement, it is said. 

‘*T think it’s real mean, and I won’‘t sub- 
mit to it,’’ declared one miss, with a 
wrathful flash of the eye. 

This sentiment was generally approved 
among the girls. The parents of many of 
the pupils supported the girls in their op- 
position to the Principal's order, because 
Mr. Patterson was alone responsible for it, 
as they claimed, and neither the Health 
Department nor the State educational au- 
thorities had anything to do with it. 

Some of the pupils were told by their 
family physicians that Principal Patterson 
could not compel them to submit to the or- 
der, as it was not a question of school dis- 
cipline or government. 

The Principal is said to haye taken his 
action on the strength of a report which 
reached the school concerning smallpox in 
the family of one of_the pupils. 

‘Since issuing the order to the pupils of 
the school,’’ said Mr. Patterson yesterday, 
**I -\haye learned that Dr. Black of the 
Healt’ Department does not think it nec- 
essary. Accordingly I have revoked the 
order,”’ 


American Tobacco Company’s 
ployes’ Fight Against Com- 
pulsory Vaccination. 

PASSAIC, N. J., April 11.—There was a 
lively time in the works of the American 
Tobacco Company this afternoon, when the 
350 girls employed objected to being vac- 
cinated by the physicians sent there by the 
health officers. Two smallpox patients died 
here to-day, one of whom was a girl, who, 
although sick with the disease, worked in 
the factory until Saturday last. 

When the health officers went to the 
factory the girls were informed that every 
one of them would have to be vaccinated. 
Some of them fainted, others became hys- 
terical, and there was a general rebellion. 
About 200 of them, led by Florence Has- 
kell, attempted to get out of the works, 
but they found all the exits locked. © 

The police were called and the work of 
vaccination began. Some of the girls fought 
the officers and were led up to the physi- 
cians screaming, struggling, and kicking, 
The greatest excitement prevailed and all 
work had to be suspended. At one time 
some of the girls threatened to destroy the 


factory if they were not allowed to go out, 
but all were finally vaccinated.

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\ | STATE TAX RATE 1.25 MILLS 





Will Be Fixed Without Reference 
to New Tax Bills. 





Probable Rate of 85-100 Mill for Next 
Year—Reduction of $3,500,000 in 
.Revenue to be Raised. 





ALBANY, "April 11.—The Republican lead- 
ers in the Legislature and Gov. Odell will 
make a record-breaking low-tax rate, while 
not trying for an abnormally low rate. 
That is, while the tax rate will be uncom- 
monly low, there will not be any effort to 
reach anything like abolition of the direct 
tax. This was decided upon at a confer- 
ence of Republican leaders this week. 

It is possible. if the revenue created by 
Gov. Odeli's -new tax bills is anticipated 
that the direct tax rate could be reduced 
to about eighty-five-hundredths of a mill, 
the lowest in the “last forty years, but 
Gov. Odell is averse to anticipating reve- 
nues and expresses the opinion that the 
money should be collected before the re- 
duction of the tax. 

The great reduction in the State tax rate 
caused by the retrenchment measures of 
the. Gevernor and the passage of the sev- 
eral tax bills will be made next year, and 
this is believed to be opportune because of 


the fact that there wil] be.an election for 
State officers, Senators, and Assemblymen 
in 1902. 

It is believed, therefore, that instead of 
the low rate of eighty-five-hundredths of 
a mill, which could be fixed by anticipating 
the new revenues, the rate will be some- 
where about one and twenty-five-one-hun- 
dredths mills, which is seventy-three-hun- 
dredths of a mill less than last year, and 
twelve-hundredths of a mill less that Gov, 
Hill's tax rate of 1891. 

The amount of revenue raised by this tax 
will be about $8,000,000, a reduction of about 
$8,500,000 from last year.

FERRY AND WATER BOAT CRASH. 


Son of the Captain of the Latter Craft 


Drowned. 


As a result of a collision Wednesday 
evening between the New Jersey Central 
ferryboat Elizabeth and the waterboat 
Croton the latter vessel was badly dam- 
aged and her engineer, Francis H. Grove, 
Jr., son of the Captain, was knocked over- 
board and drowned. According to Capt. 
Grove of the Croton, he was bound from 
the Atlantic Dock with water for ‘the 
steamship Maniia, lying at Pier A, Jersey 
City. The tide was ebbing. When off 
Liberty Street the Captain saw the Eliza- 
beth coming toward her New York slip. 

“IT blew one whistle to signify that I 
would cross her bow," the Captain said. 
“T had the right of way, as I was on the 
port side. The Elizabeth did not answer 


my whistle. so I kept on’ my course. The 
Elibabeth did not even slacken ner speed, 
but blew an alarm. I immediately signaled 
to the engineer to back:at full speed. We 
began _ to ck, but it was too late to get 
out of the way, and the ferryboat struck 
the Croton on the port side near the bow. 
The pilot house was stove in and the stem 
twisted. Engineer Grove, who had come up 
from the engine room to see what was the 
matter, was. knocked. overboard = and 
drowned.”

THREW BABES FROM WINDOW. 


Cut Off by Fire, Mother Tossed Children 
from Third Story Into a Blanket 
and Then Jumped. 

The quick wit of a handful of early spec- 
tators of a fire which occurred at 7:30 
o'clock yesterday morning at 404 West 
Broadwey, and the nerve of a mother, who 
threw her children and herself from the 
third-story window of her home, saved 

three lives. 

The fire was discovered on the first floor 
of the three-story building at the address 
named, and extending through to the 
three-story frame building at 90 Thompson 
Street.. All except the two top floors of the 
Thompson Street building and a portion of 
the top floor of the West Broadway build- 
ing were occupied by Moses Marganisky, 
manufacturer of paper boxes. 

Mrs. Kate Reich, with her two children— 
Jchn, five years old, and Kate, seven years 
old—lived on the top floor of the Thompson 
Street side of the building, while a family 
named Busste lived on the floor below. 

‘The fire was eee ere when dis- 
covered. At. that time Mrs. Reich had just 
finished her breakfast, and her two chil- 
drén were still in bed. She smelled smoke, 
and opened a door leading into the hall- 
way. The rush of smoke almost over- 
owered her. Her first thought was for 

er children, and she dragged them to 
the window and stood there screaming to 
attract attention. 

She was about to throw the children 
from the window when Samuel Luft, an 
employe of Morganisky, who had heard 
her cries from the street below, shouted 
to her to wait. The mother disappeared 
from the window a moment and reappeared 
with a blanket, which she threw to Luft. 
Assisted by about a dozen Italians who 
had gathered about, Luft quickly spread 
the blanket. ‘‘ Now, throw them out,” 
sang out Luft, cheerily. The mother picked 
up her boy first and kissed him. 

is mma, please don’t throw me out,” 
said the little bov timidly. 

‘**Don't be afraid. You'll be all right,” 
said the mother reassuringly. 

Then she tossed him ‘own, and the 
strong men below caught him and lifted 
him tenderly to the sidewalk. The mother 
then turned to the daughter. The girl 
was not a bit afraid, but said as her mother 
seized her: 

‘*Mamma, you come, too.’’ 

The child landed safely in the blanket, 
and the mother climbed out of the window 

for a second to the coping. The

out together: ‘‘Come on mamma!”’ 

Then the woman iet go, and a second 
later the three. were hugging each other.

RELEASED FROM AN ASYLUM. 


Justice Smith Decides that Daniel 
Jesurum Was Wrongfully Detained 
at the Instance of His Mother. 


After hearing testimony in the case Jus- 
tice Wilmot M. Smith, in the Supremé 
Court, Brooklyn, yesterday decided that 
Daniel Jesurum, thirty-two years old, of 
614 St. Nicholas Avenue, Manhattan, was 
wrongfully detained in the Long Island 
State Hospital at Kings Park, and granted 
an order releasing him from the institution. 

The case came before Justice Smith on 
the return of a writ of habeas corpus ob- 
tained by Joseph A. Murphy of Albany 
through Lawyer Edward McGoldrick of 
Manhattan. The writ required the authori- 
ties of the hospital at Kings Park to pro- 
duce Jesurum in court and show cause why 
he should be detained. 

On motion of his-mother, Mrs. Rachel 


Jesuru of 614 St. Nicholas Avenue, in 
June, 1000, Jesurum was confined in the 
Long Island State Hospital, on an order 
granted by Justice Bischoff in Manhattan, 
after Jesurum had been declared insane by 
Drs. Valentine Wildman and Allen Fitch. 
Mrs. Jesurum alleged that her son was 
dissipated, had tried to kill himself, imag- 
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ined that he was married, and believed 
that his father, who was dead,.was perse- 
cuting him. 

’ When _ Mr. Jesurum took the stand before 
Justice Smith he told a coherent story. He 
said that he was perfectly able to take care 
of himself and had never escaped-from the 
Rivercrest Sanitarium and fled to Cuba, as 
had been alleged. He was never at any 
time confined in the Rivercrest Sanitarium, 
he declared.’ Counsel for Mrs. Jesurum in- 
timated to Justice Smith that Mr Jesurum 
was placed in confinement .because he was 
a degenerate. 

“If every man who is morally perverted 
or a degenerate is to be locked up,” said 
Justice Smith, “ we must enlarge all our 
asylums.”’ 

After his discharge, Mr. Jesurum told'the 
reporters that his father was Elias Jesu- 
rum, Jr., at: one time a prominent stock 
broker in Manhattan. Mr. Jesurum said 
that his father died in June, 1898, and was 
worth $200,000 or $300,000. 

*“My mother and I have not agreed since 
my father’s death,”’ said Mr. Jesurum. ‘I 
have been General Manager of the Vene- 
zuela, Colombia, and West Indian branch 
of.a big life insurance company. I came 
back to this country in May, 1900, and sev- 
enteen days later was locked up as a 
lunatic.’’

Chicago Packers Fear Step Will Seri- 
ously Cripple Business — Ask 


Washington for Help. 





WASHINGTON, April 11.—The Depart- 
ment of Agriculture has received a dis- 
patch from a prominent packing company 
of Chicago announcing that it has just 
been advised that the British Government 
has excluded all beef, except home-bred, 
from the British Army contracts, This, it 
is stated, is to be effective June 1 next. 

The Chicago concern has asked the Agri- 
cultural Department for any assistance it 
can render. It has pointed out that the 
action of the British Government is a severe 
blow to American beef and cattle export- 
ers and producers, and means not alone the 
loss in Government trade, but it is feared it 
will serve very materially toward inciting 
a prejudice on the’ part of the people of 
Great Britain against the beef and cattle 
of this country. 

No official information of this reported 
contemplated move has reached the depart- 
ment, according to statements. of officials 
this afternoon. Steps ‘have been taken, 
however, looking to acquiring whatever 
information it is possible to get. 

To demonstrate theimportance of the move 
now said to be contemplated, it is pointed 
out that. the value of our annual exports 
of live animals to Great Britain amounts 
to $40,000,000, while the total of animal 
products exported from the United States 
to Great Britain is stated to be, in round 
numbers, $200,000,000. 

It is pointed out here that this proposed 
embargo may really be a sequel, in greater 
or less degree, to the proceedings instituted 
at New Orleans against shipments of horses 
and mules from that port for use in the 
South African campaign. While this is, of 
course, merely conjectural, it is. very 
strongly hinted that the New Orleans in- 
cident probably is, the direct inspiration 
for the step. : . 

It is pointed out that if the English 
really decided to take the action reported 
in the advices just received, they might 
turn to Australia’ for their meats. It is 
claimed, however, that meats cannot be 
obtained there of as good a quality or as 
cheap as in the United States. 





CHICAGO, April 11.—Swift & Co. is the 
packing firm referred to as having wired 
the Agricultural Department regarding 
probable action of the British Government 


excluding all but home-bred beef from 
army contracts. A, H. Veeder, eneral 
counsel for Swift & Co., said their London 


representative, had cabled to the above 
effect, and they had immediately advised 
the department at Washington. They had 
also cabled London for further information. 
Mr. Veeder was inclined to doubt that 
definite’ action had been taken by the 
British Government, He expected further 
information to-night. 

G. J. Brine of Armour & Co. said his 
company had received a cablegram from 
its London agent stating that “it was ru- 
mored”’ that such action had been taken. 
Armour & Co. immediately telegraphed 
Secretary of the Treasury Gage asking 
for confirmation, but had had no reply up 
to a late hour this afternoon. 


URGES AMERICANS TO EXHIBIT. 


Consul General Mason Says There Is a 
Great Opportunity at Berlin for 
Fire Apparatus Makers. 
WASHINGTON, April 11.—It is to be 
feired that American manufacturers of 
fire préventing. and .extinguishing appara- 
tus are going to loge a rare and valuable 
opportunity, through their unaccountable 
indifference to the special international 
exposition of that whole class of appliances 
and methods which is to be held at Berlin 
during the coming Summer. So states Con- 
sui General Frank Mason, at Frankfort, in 
a report to the State Department. In view 
of the success of the’American exhibit of 
this sort at Paris last year, and the well- 
known pre-eminence of American fire brig- 
ades and their equipment, the managers of 
the Berlin Exposition have been especially 
anxious that the United States should make 

a full and representative exhibit. 

Mr. Mason ‘points out the unequaled op- 
portunity for American builders to show 
their products before the assembled ex- 
perts and. municipal officers of Europe, 
who, he says, are many years behind Amer- 
icans in al] that relates to fire extinguish- 
ing, and will come to Berlin to see, test, 
and order the best that the world has to 
offer. 

In order to facilitate American exhibits 
arrangements re¢ently have been made by 
whieh all machinery and apparatus in- 
tended for exhibition, not only shall be ad- 
mitted free of duty, but shall be brought 
from New York to Hamburg and Bremen, 
and returned after the exposition by Ger- 
man steamship lines free of charge for 
freight and handling. The only expense 
from the American point of shipment will 
be the ordinary railway freight rate from 
Bremen or Hamburg to Berlin. 

The exhibit will open about May 15, and 
continue until the end of August, Corre- 
spondence relating to exhibits, space, or 
any difficulty about ocean or rail freights 
should be addressed to. Grand Director 
Giersberg, Berlin. 





SAY TRUSTS ARE BENEFICIAL. 


Industrial Commission Witnesses De- 
fend Combinations— The Salt In- 
dustry in This Country. 
WASHINGTON, April 11.—The salt in- 
dustry of the country received attention 
from the Industrial Commission to-day, 
‘Archibaid S. White, President of the Na- 
tional Salt Company, being the witness. 
He said that the annual consumption of 
salt in the United States amounts to about 
13,000,000 barrels, of Which the National 
‘Company supplied last year between 8,000,- 
000 and 9,000,000 barrels. He said that his 
organization had taken in thirty-six plants, 

of which six had been closed. 

Mr. White said consumers of salt had 
profited by the consolidation of salt com- 
panies... ‘‘ We try to get as near the con- 
sumer as possible,’’ he said. ‘‘ We would 
hand out the bags to individuals if we 
could arrange to do so. We should like 
to cut out all middlemen.” : 

Mr. White said that he considered a 
monopoly impossfble in any industry ex- 
cept in cases in which it is protected by 
the State through patent rights or other- 
wise. He did not consider any anti-trust 
legislation necessary, but a tax on exces- 
give earnings might be placed. He thought 
the time would come when the trusts would 
be regarded as benefactors because of their 
conservation of energy, labor, &c., and be- 
cause of their prevention of overproduc- 


tion. and the elimination of middlemen. 
As a rule, he contended, the stock in trusts 
is held by people of moderate means. 

Last year the net earnings of the Na- 
tional Salt Company had been $1,267,569, 
end the company had paid a 7 per cent. 
dividend upon preferred and 6 per cent, 
upon commion stock. 

““How do you account for the fact that 
your stock is quoted so low?’”’ Mr. Litch- 


man asked.

DELGADO, GOVERNOR OF PANAY. 


Was, Until January, the Chief Insur- 
gent of the Island. 

ILOILO, Isiand of Panay, April 11.—Gen. 

Martin Delgado, the chief insurgent com- 

mander in the Island of Panay until his 


surrender in January, has been appointed 


Governor of the Province of Iloilo, created 
by the United States Philippine Commis- 
sion to-day. Judge Taft's announcement 
of the appointment was greeted with shouts 
of enthusiasm fromthe delegates and spec- 
tators. 

Gen. Delgado was recommended by Gen. 
Hughes, his subordinate officers, and the 
natives as honest, capable, and popular. 
His salary will be $3, » fold, the highest 
of any province. Lieut. Thompson of the 
Thirty-eighth Regiment was appointed 
Treasurer. The other officials are natives. 
The province contains nearly half the pop- 
oulation ofthe Island of Panay, estimated 
at a million persons, 

A feature of the session of the commis- 
sion to-day was the oppositicn to the land 
taxation provisions, but a fuller explana- 
tion of the American system sufficed. 








A FILIPINO JUNTA REPORT. 


Singapore Council Says MacArthur Is 
About to Torture Aguinaldo. 


LONDON, April 11.—At a secret meeting 
of the Filipino Junta held here to-day, 
thirty-five representative Filipinos from 


Madrid, Barceléna, Paris, and Brussels 
were present. The meeting considered a 
telegram from the Singapore Junta, which 
said that Gen. MacArthur was preparing 
to torture Aguinaldo unless Aguinaido took 
the oath of allegiance to the United States 
and signed the peace proclamation, he 
Singapore Junta urged those present at 
this London meeting to fcrmulate a circu- 
lar of protest_to the European Courts. It 
describes in detail the engines of torture 
that were being erected by the Americans 
at the Malacanan Palace at Manila. 

The meeting professed intense anxiety 
over this telegram from f£ingapore, in spite 
of the publication here, Aprii 2, of a dis- 
patch to the effect that Aguinaldo had al- 
ready sworn allegiance to the United 
States. The meeting adjourned pending the 
receipt of a report that the tortures had 
actually been inflicted upon Aguinaldo, 
when, it was said, their protest to the 








eEuropean Courts would be filed if the 


Singapore Junta so advised. 

The Filipino leaders here ridicule the 
idea that the arrest of Aguinaldo will put 
a stop to the insurrection in the Philip- 
pines. 


Insane Soldier Escapes. 
BINGHAMTON, N. Y., April 11.—An in- 
sane soldier who had returned from the 
Philippines, and was being taken to his 


home in New Haveh, Conn., escaped from 
an Erie train at Miadletown to-day. At 
that place it was necessary to open the 
doors of the cary in which he was con- 
fined, and while the vigilance of the guards 
was relaxed the soldier broke away.

COMMITTEE OF FIFTEEN 
REPORTS ON ITS WORK 


Situation Caused by Vice in Tene- 
ments Called Alarming. 








Prompt and Vigorous Action Urged— 
Official Protection of Gamblers — As- 
sembly Halls for the People Needed. 





William H. Baldwin, Jr., as Chairman cf 
the Committee of Fifteen, promulgated last 
evening its preliminary report of opera- 
tions since its organization, Nov. 27 last, 
and its present and future aims. The re- 
port incorporates its declaration of policy: 
(1) To investigate gambling and the social 
evil and collect eviderce to establish re- 
sponsibility for conditions; (2) to publish 
results of investigation for the information 
znd ‘action of the public; (3) to promote 
corrective and punitive legislation, and, (4) 
to suggest and promote the provision of 
mcre wholesome conditions and surround- 
ings in order to lessen the allurements and 
incentives to vice and crime. 

Under the caption of ‘‘ Investigation,’’ the 
report says: 

“Investigation disclosed that gambling 
and poolrooms were being «yperated openly 
in violation of the law; that the gambling 
spirit bad been artificially encouraged and 
developed to such an extent as to have 
become a distinct menace to the commu- 
pity, and that these gambling and pool 
rooms were permitted to remain open by 
the authorities and were undoubtedly pro- 
tected in their opere tions by officers whose 
Guty it was to close them. The committee 
ccnsidered, therefore, its first duty to bea 
to execute warrants on proprietors and 
managers of some of the mést noted gam- 
bling houses. 

The results thus far attained are, first, 
it has been shown conclusively, that a com- 
mittee of citizens can force the police to 
close up gambling end pool rooms, which 
they will not close of their own motion, 
thus making it,evident that proteciion to 
these forms of vice is actually afforded by 
the authorities; second, the gambling busi- 
ness, threatened and interrupted, has 
ceased, at this time, to be profitable in the 
City of New York, either to those directly 
engaged in it or to those who indirectly 
derive from it a large share of their reve- 
nue.” . 

On the subject of the social evil (8) and 
(4) the committee says: 

“The committee has been collecting data 
frcm different countries, for which trust- 
worthy statistics were available, and in- 
tends to prepare a report embodyirg sug- 
gestions for the treatment of the -probleru 
in great cities. The committee does not 
feel that the best interests of the ciy will 
be served by any violent attempt to sup- 
press the evil, but it is hoped that the report 
referred to will present such information 
and recommendations as shall enable the 
community to face the situation frankly 
and to deal with it conservatively and 
wisely. The committee believes, however, 
that there is one aspect of the question 
which must be met vigorously and effect- 
ively at once, namely, the crying evil oz the 


exister.ce of prostifution in tenement 
houses. 

“Investigation has proved that a large pro- 
portion of the tenement house Paes 
comprising the vast majority of the popu- 
lation of the city, is subject to the con- 
taminating presence of prostitution. The 
actual condition is alarming. ‘lhe appeal 
for help from respectable families, forced 
to live under the same roof with prosti- 
tutes, is pathetic, and demards immediate 
telief.. In 125 tenement houscs, which were 
éxamined by our agents, ond in: which 

1cstitutes were living, there were found 

n each house, on an average, 24 children 
under the age of 18 years. 

“The committee is collecting evidence 
which will be utilized to eliminate prosti- 
tution from tenement houses, as soon as the 
legislation recommended by the Tenement 
House Commission shall have gone into 
effect, and it proposes unflinchingly to 
pursue its task until prostitution is whol- 
y extirpated from tenement houses. ‘The 
organized traffic in young girls by the so- 
called cadet system is also receiving close 
attention, and has already been rendered 
more perilous by the arrest and conviction 
of several persons engaged in this traffic.’’ 

Under the head of ‘‘ Improved Conditions 
and Surroundings,’ (4) the report adds: 

‘There is one practical recommendation 
which the ccmmittee is prepared at this 
time to present with much carnestness for 
the consideration of the community. This 
is the necessity of providing suitable places 
of meeting where the people in each neigh- 
berhood can come together.and discuss the 
evils that affect their civic life; where 
they may from time to time meet their 
representatives, with a view of obtaining 
from them an acccunt of their steward- 
ship, and where remedies may be proposed 
and discussed. The committee recommends 
that in each Assembly district, at least, 
one suitable assembly hall shall be bulit, 


- which shall be kept available for the meet- 


ings of citizens. Whether this shall be 
dene in connection with the new Public 
Libraries, which are likely to be erected in 
every part of Greater New York.’ or sapa- 
rately from these, may be left for future 
consideration.” 

In conclusion the report says it is the 
aim of the committee to retain the sup- 
port of the community by the assurance 
that {its work is not and cannot be made 
partisan or political in purpose; that its 
object is to improve the conditions, not to 
reform mey.” 

Mr. Baldwin declined to speak of the re- 
pert in the sense of discussing it.. He said 
that others wculd follow from time to 
time, and that this one was rot to be con- 
sidered as a halting stage; the committee 
would continue its werk as it had con- 
cucted it. In regard to the appeal fcr halls 
for the discussion of podilc questions, he 
said that at present they are talked over 
as a rule in saloons. ‘‘ Perhars,”’ he added, 
**the suggestion may appeal to the liber- 
ality of Mr. Carnegie. or in shaping out 
the scheme of his public libraries benefac- 
tion consideration of this question may be 
had.” - 


Accused of Keeping Disorderly House. 

Hester Wolf, the janitress of the flat- 
house 102 Allen Street, which is said to be 
owned by Max Engel, a brother of Martin 
Engel, was vesterday arrested by agents of 
the Committee of Fifteen, charged with 
keeping a disorderly house. She was held 
by Justice Jerome in $500 bail for examina- 


tion. Max Engel gave this property as se- 
curity for the appearance before Justice 
Jerome of Michael Hart and Henry Wal- 
thers, two gamblers. captured in a raid of 
the Committee of Fifteen on a “stuss” 
ame at Fifth Street and Second Avenue 
n February.

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MUSIC AND MUSICIANS. 


People interested in music and musical 
literature regret the lack of a source of 
information regarding the musical litera- 


ture in America. There should be a com-' 


plete* catalogue, #howing what exists and 
where it can be had. About German mustc 
information can be readily obtained by 
means of thé ‘ Hofmeister Verzeichnis,” 
which is used by the leading music dealers 
in large towns. It is difficult to get in- 
formation in regard to our home produc- 
tions. Music sellers, when called upon, are 
inclined to give information only concern- 
ing their own prints. There ought to be a 
complete record of all musical composi- 
tions and books, like the general book 
catalogue printed by The Publishers’ Week- 
ly, New York, and in existence for sev- 
eral years, whence the musical public could 
draw immediate and impartial informa- 
tion and avoid lengthy correspondence and 
delays. Every now and then in concerts 
or private entertainments it happens that 
a fMusical work caiinot be performed be- 
Cause the publisher was unknown and 
local dealers could not procure the neéded 
copies in time. 

If such a book were at the disposal of 
the public, a quicker intercourse between 
consumer and publisher would be possible. 
With the rapidly increasing productions in 
the field of music, people feel. more and 
more the need of a complete record, for 
Statistical purposes, as weil as for the prac- 
tical musician and daily musica] inteNi- 
gence. Every public library, for instance, 
ought to have such a work. A prominent 
music dealer made the following statement 
the other day: ‘‘I would gladly undertake 
the publishing of such a book if some one 
could be found to share and guarantee 
part of the expense, which in_ the begin- 
ning would be considerable. The average 
music dealer cares little for the sheet 
music trade, which yields little profit, He 
would not pay a price for it sufficiently 
high to cover the cost of production.” 

It seems strange that it has not yet oc- 
curred to any wealthy music lover in New 
York or Boston to encourage a meritorious 
enterprise of this sort. The public would 
be greatly indebted to him for a_ donation 
of this kind. First, a complete handbook 
of all compositions and musical books pub- 
lished in America within the last ten years 
should be issued. This should include all 
such works published in foreign countries 
as have a special relation to the American 
market, on account of their being recorded 
in Washington under international 
copyright law of 1891. his would make 
the book still more valuable.

On Tuesday, April 23, will be given the 
first performance of Beethoven's Ninth 
Sympfiony in Brooklyn since 1884. This 
notable event will take place at the Acad- 
emy of Music, and is termed ‘ An even- 
ing with Beethoven and Wagner,” and is 
under the management of E. H. Colell.

SAIL PLAN OF INDEPENDENCE. 


Boston-Built Cup Yacht Will Have 
Immense 


Lofty Spars and 
Spread of Canvas. 

B. B. Crowninshield, designer of the 
Lawson yacht Independence, which is to 
compéte with the Constitution and the 
Columbia for the honor of defending the 
America’s Cup against Sir Thomas Lip- 
ton's challenger, Shamrock II., has an- 
nounced the side plan of the Boston 
built yacht. According to the plan tne 
Independence will carry a much larger 
sail spread than ever before has been 
hoisted on a cup defender. 

Many of those who watched the behavior 
of the Columbia under her tremendous rig, 
showing an area of 13,135.45 feet, prophe- 
sied that the limit of canvas for the big 
yachts had been reached. Despite this, the 
Independence will carry sail exceeding 
Columbia's by 1,475.9 feet, the actual figure 
being 14,611.4 square feet. 

The dimensions of the Independence’s 
hull and spars and sail plan are as fol- 
lows:

The Independence will have a _ hollow 
wooden mast, built in two sections, so that. 
in the sense of housing the topmast, it will 
be practically a pole mast. The lower of 
these sections measures 22 inches in diam- 
eter at the deck and is 115 feet long. Seven:

the step.. This wiil leave 108 feet extend- 
ing above the deck. The upper section of 
the mast, what is really the topmast, is also 


of wood. It is fitted into a socket of the 
lower section, where it is reinforced with 
a steel band. The topmast, barring the 


length intended to fit into the socket, is 42 
feet and the topsail halyard block will be 
150 feet above the deck when the yacht has 
been fully rigged. The mast is well stayed, 
two spreaders, as in the case of the Sham- 
rock L, having been provided. All of the 
yacht's standing rigging is of plow steel. 
The yacht’s boom measures 108 feet 5 inches 
in length. It is hollow, of wood, and meas- 
ures 2O inches at -its thickest point. The 
gaff will measure 63 feet 2 inches. 

The mainsail of the Boston boat will have 
a hoist of 72 feet 7 inches and a leach meas- 
uring 187 feet. The area of this sail will be 
7,805.7 square feet. The gaff topsail is 74.05 
feet on the luff, 42 feet on the leech, and 638 
feet 2 inches on the foot, making a total 
area of 1,260 square feet. There are three 
different sized spars for the club topsails, 
the longest measuring 97 feet, with a sprit 
of the same length. he head of the club 
topsail will be 172 feet 7 inches above the 
deck. The luff of this sail will measure 94 
feet 6 inches, the leech 54 feet 2 inches, and 
the foot 80 feet 6 inches, making a total 
area of 2,182 square feet. The total area of 
the after triangle will be therefore 10,981. 
The forward triangle will sum up to 3,867 
feet. 

The forestaysail is 84 feet 6 inches on the 
luff, 76 feet 4 inches on the leech, and 39 
feet on the foot, making a total area of 
1,492 square feet. The jib measures 115 feet 
6 inches on the luff, 86 feet 3 inches on the 
leech, and 48 feet ) inches on the foot, with 
a total of 1,583.7 feet. The No. 2. jib is 125 
feet 6 inches on the luff, 77 feet 3 inches on 
the leech, and 69 feet 7 inches on the foot, 
with a total area of 1,681 equare feet. 

The No. 3 jib ts 85 feet inches on the 
luff, 59 feet 2 inches on the leech, and 38 
feet on the foot, with an area of 984 square 
feet. The big jibtopsail will measure 152 
feet 5 inches on the luff, 103 feet 5 inches 
on the leech, and 70 feet 2 inches on the 
toot. 

Rarely has a designer allowed himself 
less limit for error than has Mr. Crownin- 
shield in the Independence. According to 
his figures,.the Lawson yacht when afloat 
and in racing trim will measure 89.95 feet, 
just within the 90-foot limit. The Colum- 
bia measured 89.66 feet on the water line. 
The latter’s racing length was 102.135, and 
the Shamrock’s 101.02, for two races. The 
racing length of the Independence is 105.53 
feet. On these figures, Poeae eee to New 
York Yacht Club racing rules, the Inde- 
pendence will have to allow the Columbia 
1 minute and 3Y seconds over a thirty-mile 
course. 

Among the innovations on the Independ- 
ence is a new method of fastening the 
mainsail to the mast and spars. This con- 
sists of a small snap hook, fastened to the 
sail so that it can be hooked to the hoops. 
By this means, it is said, a new mainsail 
can be bent within 20 minutes, so that in 
case of heavy weather a smaller sail can 
be bent almost in the last moment. 

Though the Independence is provided so 
far only with -wooden spars, hollow, steel 
ones are to be ready to replace the wooden 
ones in case the latter do not answer their 
purpose, 


Constitution Nearing Completion. 
BRISTOL, R. I., April 11.~-The deck of

Reply of Oxford and Cambridge to 
Challenge of Harvard and Yale. 
LONDON, April 11.—The reply of Oxford 
and Cambridge to the challenge of Harvard 
and Yale Universities for a series of track 
games this Summer agrees that New York 
shall be the place of meeting and that the 
programme shall be the same as in 1899, 
except that for the three-mile run a two- 
mile run is substituted. Only those eligible 
to enter the intercollegiate sports of 1901 
are to take part in this contest. The Eng- 
lish athletes have rejected the proposal ‘o 
increase the programme from nine to elev- 
en events, on the ground that of the three 
events. suggested by Harvard and Yale, 
from which two were to be chosen to in- 
crease the programme, the pole vault and 
220-yard high*hurdles are not in vogue in 
the Oxford and Cambridge sports, and that 
the putting the weight has been included 
in the Oxford and Cambridge sports with 
reluctance. It is also pointed out that an 
increased progyemmpe would mean more 
men and heavier expenses. It would be 
more satisfactory, the English athletes con- 
clude, to have a return meeting with ex- 
actly the same events as deci at the 

Queen’s Club in 1899. 

Regarding the date, the reply says that 
the end of July is just possible. July 15 is 
impoenine: o my to the proximity to the 
end of the-term, the inter-university cricket 
match, and the Henley regatta. A full 
team, therefore, could rot leave until after 
July 8 It’is hoped.on this account, and 
also on account of the extreme heat in 
New York during the month of July, that 
a date at the end of September will be ac- 
ceptable to rvard and Yale.

DELUSIONS ABOUT THE CANAL IM- 
PROVEMENT. 

The opinion expressed by an Assembly- 
man from this city that it is best to put 
through the twenty-six-million-dollar 
canal improvement bill because that 
measure will help to build up “ senti- 
ment for a larger canal,” which the peo- 
ple can be asked to authorize next year, 
exhibits, we fear, about the average of 
legislative intelligence upon the subject 
of the canals. 

Any person who has taken pains to ‘get 
information on this subject knows that 
the nine-foot improvement provided for 
in the Senate bill cannot be expanded 
into the one-thousand-ton barge canal 
plan by the simple process of asking for 
more money at the expiration of a year. 
The two projects are altogether distinct 
from the beginning. Any part of the 
$26,000,000 that was expended on the 
lesser plan pending the people’s approval 
of the sixty-two-million-dollar expendi- 
ture would be wasted, irrevocably thrown 
away, like the $9,000,000 buried in the 
mud under the intelligent direction of Mr. 
‘ALDRIDGE and Mr. ApAms. The engineers 
might as well sit around a grocery store 
stove during the Winter and from time 
to time throw a roll of greenbacks into 
the fire as to pay out money for excava- 
tion and lock improvement under the 
Senate bill plan. 

A real estate owner who intended to 
erect a twenty-story steel building on a 
certain lot next year and by way of be- 
ginning put up a five-story brick struct- 
ure this Summer would be properly de- 
scribed as a fool. The people of the State 
would be fools to begin a four-hundred- 
and-fifty-ton boat improvement of the 
canals when their real intention was to 
order a thousand-ton boat improvement 
later. It would be stupid and insulting 
for the Legislature to put such a propo- 
sition before them. 

There must be an active campaign of 
education for the canal improvement be- 
fore it is siibmitted to the people. The 
agents of the railroads have evidently 
caught the ears of the fafmers and some 
very narrow and short-sighted views 
about the effect of an efficient canal 
service upon the wealth of the State have 
found expression at Albany. These mis- 
representations of an interested opposi- 
tion must be combated and corrected. 
Tinkering with the Erie Canal’'on the 
Senate plan will not help the people to a 
right understanding. It will be much 
better to let the project lie over for a 
year. In the interests of the commercial 
growth and supremacy of the State of 
New York the deepening of thé canals is 
imperatively demanded. We cannot af- 
ford to have‘a matter of this grave im- 
portance misjudged by the voters and 
put in peril of possible rejection

THE DARK LANTERN AMENDMENTS. 

We are in nowise concerned about the 
Jegal efficacy of the private school 
amendment which Senator STRANAHAN 
sneaked into the charter revision. Sec- 
tion 4, Article IX., of the Constitution of 
the State of New York, forbidding the use 
of the public funds for the aid of schools 
under the control of religious denomina- 
tions or in which any denominational 
tenet or doctrine is taught, will continue 
to be the supreme law of the State, as 
any Board of Education that should at- 
tempt to take advantage of Mr. Srran- 
‘AHAN’S amendment would find out to its 
cost. 

But what view will rural Republicans 
take of this subterranean and sectarian 
assault upon the school fund? Senator 
STRANAHAN may protest until doomsday, 
but every intelligent man and woman in 
the State knows what his amendment 
means. It is an attempt to defy a senti- 
ment and elude a prohibition as old as 
the Nation and as deep, firm, and ir- 
revocable as the principles upon which it 
is founded. 

Gov. OpELL knows what the people of 
the interior counties think about the use 
of public school moneys for sectarian 
purposes. Would he like to run for Gov- 
ernor in a campaign in which that issue 
_could be raised against his party? Would 
he enjoy reading the returns of the vot- 
ing in the rural counties after he had 
been exhibited to the Republican yeo- 
manry as the accomplice and defender of 
this conspiracy with Tammany? 


THE TREASURY AND THE MONEY 
MARKET. 

During the past month attention has 
been called anew to the possibly serious 
effect on the money market of the large 
accumulation of cash in the Treasury, 
due to excess of receipts over expendi- 
tures. That effect was recognized by 
Secretary Gach, and was anticipated by 
the purchase of a considerable, though 
not large, amount of such bonds as were 
available, It is not to be denied that 
this transaction, moderate as it was in 
extent and quite justified by the condi- 
tjoas,- only served to give emphasis to 


oe 
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the opinion often expressed by Mr. 'Gacr, } 


and urged on the attention of Congress 
and the financial community, that the 
system of collecting and disbursing the 
revenues of the Government involves 
risks of disturbance to the business of 
the country entirely needless. Certainly 
neither the purchase of bonds nor the de- 
posit of Government funds in the Nation- 
al banks on the security of bonds is an 
adequate method of releasing the surplus 
money in the Treasury. 

The Government in the mere collection 
and spending of its revenues.is a weighty 
factor in the business of the country. 
One day with another, it takes into its 
Treasury nearly $2,000,000 for every 
business day. Neither the receipts nor 
the expenditures are very regular,’ nor 
can they be made so under our present 
mode of determining them. At times the 
receipts are large and the expenditures 
less; at other times the relation is re- 
versed. At present the accumulation, the 
available cash balance, in the Treasury 
is $160,000,000. According to the judg- 
ment of Secretary GAGE, $50,000,000 is a 
sufficient working balance to secure per- 
fect ease in meeting all obligations as 
they accrue. This leaves $110,000,000 
which is literally lying idle. The problem 
is how it can be placed with entire safe- 
ty to the Treasury, so as to be at its dis- 

posal when needed and at the same time 
not be withdrawn unnecessarily from the 
uses of business. 

If such an amount of money were with- 
in the control of a great business corpo- 
ration or group of corporations, with the 
certainty that it would not be needed for 
some time, it would be loaned out on 
proper security and on the best terms 
that could be secured. This is practically 
what Secretary GAaGr has proposed. He 
would deposit the money in excess of the 
$50,000,000 cash balance required for 
daily use in the National banks, at, say, 
2 per cent. interest, on call, secured by a 
first lien on the assets of the banks, the 
amount loaned to each bank to be pro- 
How far this 
might prove practicable we cannot say. 
The judgment of the Secretary is, on that 
point, that of an expert, for he is a bank- 
er of long experience. That the solution 
of the problem must be found in the di- 
rection indicated by the Secretary we 
have little doubt. :

THE POLICE INVESTIGATION. 

There is no doubt that the facts as 
théy are known fully require the investi- 
gation now making into recent police 
promotions by the State Civil Service 
Commission. 

The point at issue is the right of an 
honest and competent policeman to credit 
for work actually done as a basis of pro- 
motion. It is charged, and the facts, so 
far as known sustain the charge, that 
in the case of Sergt. NALLY the record 
was falsified by the Police Commission- 
ers, and he was deprived of the promo- 
tion to which, under the law and in the 
interest of the service, he was entitled. 
In other words, it is alleged that his 
actual record, certified to by his imme- 
diate superior officers, was excellent, and 
that the record purporting to be his, fur- 
nished by the Commissioners to the ex- 
aminers, and which the examiners were 
compelled to take account of, was poor. 
In consequence, Sergt. NALLY did not get 
his name on the eligiblé list at all, and 
failed of the promotion that he would 
have attained on his true record. Unless 
the evidence of the facts as we have re- 
cited them can be disproved, there has 
been a fraud committed on the city and 
a cruel wrong to a brave and faithful 
policeman. 

A detailed account was published at 
the time of the promotions for Captain- 
cies of the proceedings of the then Po- 
lice Board, with comments made by some 
of the Commissioners on the way in 
which the promotions were arranged be- 
tween the precious four. According to 
this report one at least of the Commis- 
sioners made no secret of the fact that 
the promotions were made for motives of 
party politics. They“were treated as so 
much swag, and the process of division 
was not unlike that which thieves would 
adopt. The strongest got the largest 
share, the strength being measured by 


the pull with the dominant party ma-~ 


chine. Had the Commissioners been in 
reality professional crooks, parceling 
plunder, their work would not have been 
more absolutely in violation of law than 
their action as described was. In point 
of morals, courage, and decency the 
thieves would have given them points. 
For what they appear to have been do- 
ing, according to the prima facie case of 
Sergt. NALuy, was, in perfect safety, and 
their own gain, to rob an honorable and 
competent public servant of the fruits 
of twenty years of faithful service. 

We call attention in these plain terms 
to the actual issue involved in this in- 
vestigation, because it is only by the 
force of public opinion that offenses of 
this sort can be reached. They are too 
commonly regarded as merely the inev- 
itable incidents in the game of politics, as 
te which the ordinary respectable and 
busy citizen feels himecelf either helpless 
or indifferent. But the game is played 
with the rights of upright public serv- 
ants, like Sergt. NALLY, as the stakes, 
and it is a bad thing fcr the community 
that this should be done with impunity. 
The life and property and personal safe- 
ty of the citizens of New York are de- 
pendent on the character of such men in 
the police. They should be promoted, en- 
couraged, rewarded. It 1s a shame that 
it should be possible for politicians as 
powerful as they are contemptible and 
greedy to swindle and despoil them. The 
Civil Service Commission of the State is 
the only body that has the authority to 
inquire theroughly into the matter. The 
Commissioners vo well to take it up. If 
the Police Commissioners can successful- 
ly meet the evidence that has come to 
the knowledge of the public in this mat- 
ter, they should hasten to do so, If they 
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cannot, there is no measure of public 
condemnation too severe for them. 


COMMON LAW MARRIAGE IN NEW 
YORK. 

The Legislature has taken a step in 
the right direction in passing the Weekes 
bill, amending the existing law relative 
to what aon State is known as the 
common law marriage. It should be fol- 
lowed néxt year by a radical amendment 
of the statutes relative to dower right 
in real estate. The Connecticut law is 
much better than our own in this re- 
spect, in that either a husband or a wife 
may dispose of real or personal property 
without the concurrence of the other. 
The New York dower law is of benefit 
chiefly to the lawyers, for whom it makes 
much business. A scheme of protection 
for married women in a _ homestead 
dower, which was the outgrowth of con- 
ditions existing in the farming districts 
half or three-quarters of a century ago, 
does not fit the more complex social 
and business relations of the present 
time. ; 

The obstinate opposition to the meas- 
ure just enacted, coming as it did from 
country members, was indicative of a 
false quality of sympathy for women 
supposed to be the victims of unscrupu- 
lous men who entrapped them into rela- 
tions in which they needed the protec- 
tion afforded them under the statute 
defining the common law marriage. We 
characterize this as a false quality of 
sympathy for the reason that no woman 
enters into such a relation in good faith, 
or with the idea that it is one in which 
she is entitled to legal protection. 
Oftentimes she sees in it a chance. for 
future blackmail, and knows perfectly 
well what she is doing. The history of 
such cases usually shows a good deal 
of skillful planning to bring about the 
conditions permitting the woman to as- 
sert, and sometimes establish, a rela- 
tion at no time assumed to exist by 
either party to it during its continuance. 
Not only has the law failed to accom- 
plish any good purpose, but it has of- 
fered substantial encouragement for a 
vast amount of crime of the kind which 
most effectually demoralizes society— 
blackmail, perjury, and systematic ef- 
forts to rob widows and orphans, and 
divert inheritance from“ next of kin. 
Incidentally, it has introduced a great 
deal of uncertainty into transactions in 
real estate and clouded titles in ways 
rendering thoroughness of search of 
public records futile for the protection 
of the investor. For the companies en- 
gaged in the guaranteeing of real es- 
tate titles, the common law wife has 
been, and still is, the most intangible 
of the unknown quantities which have 
introduced into their business unexpected 
speculative hazards. 

What unwise legislation has rendered 
possible in this direction was shown very 
clearly some three years ago in the liti- 
gation which followed the death of a 
large operator in New York réal estate, 
growing out of the assertion after his 
death by an alleged common law wife 
of dower rights in certain valuable par- 
cels of land which had been transferred 
without her concurrence in the execu- 
tion of the deeds. In this case the grant- 
or appeared of record as a widower, 
which he probably believed himself 
to be. 

The measure just passed by the Legis- 
lature is good as far as it goes, but in 
the judgment of many eminent authori- 
ties on real estate law it does not go 
far enough. That defect, however, can 
be remedied another year. An act so 
important as marriage, the consequences 
of which may last while civilization 
endures, should be divested of all ele- 
ments of uncertainty, and no relation 
should be legalized which begins and 


| continues in violation of public and pri- 


vate morality. Mere persistence in 
wrong never wrought the miracle of cre- 
ating a right. By the provisions of the 
Weekes bill a marriage, to claim recog- 
nition in New York for any legal pur- 
pose, if not duly solemnized by a c)urgy- 
man, Judge, or Civil Magistrate, must be 
evidenced by a written contract signed 
by both contracting parties in the pres- 
ence of two subscribing witnesses, be 
acknowledged before a Notary Public, 


‘and recorded within six months of its 


date of execution in the office of the 


‘Clerk of the city or town in which the 


contract was signed and witnessed. An 
act surrounded by so many formalities 
is not likely to be performed without 
a full knowledge of what it means, In 
such circumstances there. could be no 
question as to the intention of the con- 
tracting parties. A woman thus pro- 
tected should have all the rights of a 
wife. It does not follow, however, that 
the wife, by whatever means wedded, 
should have a dower right in real estate 
transferred during the life of the hus- 
band without her concurrence. This is 
especially true if-the marriage relation 
is one based upon a private contract. 
Caveat emptor is all right in principle, 
but the law should not impose upon one 
who séeks to protect himself an impossi- 
ble task, and to search every Town and 
City Clerk’s office in the United States 
for records of contract marriages, or to 
go behind the declaration of the vendor 
as to his condition as regards his marital 
relations, is clearly impossible. 


IRON AND STEEL. 

Elsewhere in this issue will be found a 
general review of the iron and steel 
trades, which shows that at the moment 
they are in the enjoyment of almost un- 
exampled prosperity. The activity re- 
ported from all parts of the country fs in 
no sense due to speculative manipulation 
of the markets. Indeed, it is doubtful if 
there was ever less speculation in iron 
and steel than can be discovered to-day. 
Consumption is fully absorbing the out- 
putyand there are no signs of congestion 
in any branch. 


The expectation is that ‘this will 
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be a record-breaking year, in build- 
ing Operations, and if this expec- 
tation is realized the consumption of 
iron and steel in all forms will con- 
tinue large. All along the liné the ten- 
dency of prices for iron and stéel is up- 
ward, and the home demand so large 
that there is. less eagerness to securé 
foreign orders than there was a few 
months ago. This, of course, applies less 
to what are classified as manufactures 
of iron and steel than to pig iron, steel 
billets, and other crude forms, of which 
there is very little surplus available for 
export at the moment. Under these con- 
ditions it is not surprising that the Brit- 
ish ironmasters are fe@Mng better, and 
we think it doubtful if they will again 
relapse into the Stough of Déspond from 
which they are emerging. Their outlook 
is not so bright as it might be, but it is 
better than it was, and perhaps better 
than it will be in the not remote future. 


TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


~——Eloquence of the old-fashioned, flow- 
ery kind still lingers in the South, and the 
papers in that part of the country are par- 
ticularly fond of wreathing adjectives into 
resplendent garlands when they have to 
perform the pleasant task of announcing 
or describing weddinss. We find a real 
triumph of this sort in The Birmingham 
(Ala.) Age-Herald, and, curiously enough, 
the greater part of the article is devoted, 
not to the happy pair, but to—the bride's 
father! He is, it seems, the Hon. WILLIAM 
SMAW, and how it is that we never heard 
of so great and good a man as he must be 
we are at a loss to understand. For The 
Age-Herald tells us that the Hon. WILLIAM 
Smaw is ‘‘one of the best and truest and 
noblest charactérs that ever served Ala- 
bama,’’ and we are informed that ‘“ take 
him as we may, he is every inch a strong 
and manly man.”’ Moreover, “he is a good 
man in the widest significanecé of that proud 
title, a man whom evéry man may love and 
trust and honor at the same time.”” We 
learn, too, of the Hon. WILLIAM SMAW that 
“in other years, while it pleased him to 
serve in the Legislature, he did great good 
work for his State,’ and that “it has been 
regretful that he has so far declined further 
official service to the people.’’ Cruel Hon. 
WILLIAM SMAW! As a sort of an after- 
thought, apparently, the passionate writer 
of the article continues: 

Therefore, the marriage of WILLIAM SMAW’'S 
fair and charming daughter, beautiful flower of 
historic races that have served their country 
from the béginning, is of pleasing interest to all 
Alabamians, and the people in congratulating 
her will congratulate her father upon her happi- 
ness, for it is the bride’s parents always who are 
most profoundly concerned in her marriage! 

Of the bridegroom we learn only that he 
“is also the bearer of a name honored 
throughout the State and worthy of all hon- 
or,” that “for himsélf as well as for his 
ancestry he merits a full share of the pub- 
lic esteem," and that “certainly he is a 
most fortunate young man, however great 
his individual merits!’’ We never saw a 
“ marriage notice ’’ of exactly this sort be- 
fore, but we incline to the belief that its 
peculiarity is to be commended. In the 
case of most weddings the bride’s father 
gets little except the privilege of paying 
many and large bills. The Hon. WILLIAM 
Smaw is luckier than that, and he is to be 
congratulated. 


——Emperor WILLIAM’s decree that here- 
after the study of the English language 
shall be required, and that of French op- 
tional, in the’ high schools of Germany is 
full of significance, though just what the 
significance is it might be a little difficult 
to decide. Our impression is, however, 
that some such action as this was taken 
by somebody in Germany more than a few 
months ago, and that the Emperor’s decree 
must be a confirmation of that action, 
rather than the inception of a new policy. 
The subject was much and excitedly dis- 
cussed in the French papers, and they made 
earnest efforts to explain that really Ger- 
many’s course did not mean that now 
English not only was, but had come to be 
recognized as the language of general util- 
ity throughout the civilized world, and 
the first, therefore, to be learned after 
one’s native tongue. These efforts were 
obviously unsuccessful. In England there 
well may be some doubt whether the new 
German policy is an enfoyable compliment 
or a hint at fiercer competition.

~——Action just taken in the town of Arka- 
delphia, Ark., might well be imitatéd, not 
only by more than a few other towns in the 
South, but by all those in the North that 
have been disgraced by outbreaks of the 
form of cowardly murder which claims the 
milder name of lynching—and which should 
not get it. Certain ruffians living in Arka- 
delphia have been amusing themselves of 
late by blowing up negro cabins with dyna- 
mite and by threatening the inmates of 
other negro cabins with death unless they 
emigrated immediately and far. These pro- 
ceedings aroused the indignation of the 
town’s respectable inhabitants, and, as- 
sembling in mass meeting, they adopted a 
series of resolutions expressing the most 
commendable of opinions and intentions 
with respect to lynching and lynchers. “It 
is a disgrace to our town,” they said, after 
recounting what had been done, “ and a re- 
proach to our civilization to permit such 
lawlessness, and we heartily pledge our- 
selves to use our influence in its suppres- 
sion and will work for the apprehension 
and conviction of any persons so engaged.” 
That, if the threat is followed by energetic 
execution, will doubtless repress the activi- 
ties of Arkadelphia’s barbarians, and so 
justify the statement with which the reso- 
lutions end—‘‘ we cannot believe that our 
people in any great number are engaged in 
this di@bolical practice.’’ Unfortunately, the 
belief is also expressed that ‘‘ the few -who 
are interested '’—that is, who took part in 
the crimes denounced—“ did so in an un- 
guarded and thoughtless moment, not real- 
izing the fearful consequences.”’ That, of 
course, is merest nonsense, and it hints at 
the existence, among people who would not 
themselves participate in mob violence, of 
a willingness to excuse it. On that feeling 
the perpetuation of lynching depends, just 
as lynchers depend upon it for immunity 
from punishment. 


——It seems to have grieved The Baltimore 
News deeply that we said, the other day, 
*‘ An epistle from AGUINALDO to the Cubans 
on the folly of being fooled by the anti- 
imrperialist press of the United States would 
do much good in the fsland.”’ Itself a mem- 
ber of the anti-imperialist group, The News 
naturally studied this sentence with some 
care, and, having reasons .of its own for 
disliking the obvious significance of the 
words, it sought for some hidden méaning 
in them. Of course the search was success- 
ful; it always is. We did not intend to say 
what we did say, The News declares, and 
what we probably had in mind, it kindly 
explains, is that ‘‘the Cubans would do 
well to learn as quickly as possible that 
there is nd possibility of public discussion 
bringing about recession from a stand once 
taken, however hastily, by this country.” 
Now, really, we didn’t mean to mean that, 
and if it were not irreverent even to hint 
that anti-imperialist papers can make mis- 
takes as well as others, we should be much 
tempted to’ assert that we meant what we 
said and said what we meant. But The 
News complicates the situation and con- 
fuses our recollections by running off into a 
long disquisition on Guores III, Lord Nortu, 
and EDMUND BurxsZ. By some mysterious 
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process it éstablishes—or at least asserts—in 


effect, that the Filipinos have thesame griev- 
ances and aspirations that the American col- 
onists had, and that their cause is as worthy 
of respect and sympathy from modern Amer- 
icans. Let’s see—did the Filipino revolt fol- 
low reiterated réfusals of redress for oppres- 
sive administrative acts on the part of aGev- 
ernment toward which the Filipinos felt and 
professed devoted allegiance? Would Acui- 
NALDO have been not only content but 
proud of American rule over the islands if 
the United States had not insisted on in- 
fringing upon his pfoperty and personal 
rights? Somehow the parallel does not hold, 
and, not being able to accept The News as 
an interpreter of history, we are forced, 
most regretfully, to refuse acquiescence in 
its interpretation of our words. We still 
think that AGUINALDO, having learned—it 
he has learned, that manifesto of his is long 
in coming~-a few things about American in- 
tentions and acts abroad, is in a position to 
give the Cubans some good advice as to the 
wisdom of trusting the anti-imperialists as 
exponents of American policy. 


THE ACTIVITY IN IRON AND 
STEEL. 


The completion of the organization of the 
United States Steel Corporation marks 
what many experienced judges of the busi- 
ness situation think is the high-water 
siark of the present flood tide of prosperity 
in the iron and steel trades. There seems 
to be nothing in the situation or the im- 
mediate outlook to warrant a prediction of 
impending collapse or disaster; but, as a 
well-known ironmaster remarked a few 
days ago: ‘‘ Experience has established the 
law. of equality between action ard reac- 
tion and suggested that when productive 
facilities ars taxed to the breaking point 
and prices are creeping steadily upward 
it is prudent to clear the decks and make 
everything snug, in -anticipation of a 
change which, however long delayed, must 
eventually produce conditions calling for 
more skillful seamanship than has of late 
been necessary for the safe navigation of 
enterprises in thése lines.’’ 

This sapient remark reflects the views of 
a gréat many conservative representatives 
of the iron and steel interésts. Preksed 
for reasons for distrusting the continuance 
of the present favorable conditions, they 
ean give none. Perhaps the best that 
could be found is the general fact that 
history repeats itself and that the fat and 
lean years of Pharaoh’s dream succeed 
each other with a certain rhythmic period- 
icity, which leads the experienced to an- 
ticipate reaction as soon as conditions are 
reached which do not seem to admit of safe 
betterment. The same. confidence in the 
phenomena of the pendulum oscillations of 
the trades and industries warrants the 
investments made in productive plant at 
times when consumption cannot absorb 
production and the wisest prophet cannot 
tell when the impetus will be felt which will 
again stimulate the sluggish pulses of trade 
and make a demand which will set every 
wheel in motion. 

The present situation in the fron and 
steel trades of the United States is suffi- 
ciently remarkable to make it a matter 
of general, and even exciting, public inter- 
est. Speculation has contributed very Ht- 
tle, if anything, to bring about this situa- 
tion. The vast current output of furnaces 
and mills is being absorbed by legitimate 
consumption, and is not to any extent accu- 
mulating in the hands of buyers. Indeed, 
no business man of ordinary judgment 
would be likely to buy speculatively at 


present prices, nor is it probable he could 


get his orders filled in view of the press- 
ure of exigent necessity behind most orders 
from consumers. If the trades interested 
knew just what to expect as the result of 
the great merger lately effected, and now 
operative so far as unifying the policy of 
the elements of the merger is concerned, 
more confidence than is generally expressed 
would be felt In the continuance, at least 
through this year and perhaps well into 
1902, of the favorable conditions from 
which all in interest are profiting. 


PIG IRON. 


The blast furnace statistics of the United 
States are a surprise to all who study 
them. Production is running up very rap- 
idly, and stocks are declining all over the 
country. The situation at the end of the 
first quarter showed that there were about 
250 furnaces_in blast, with a weekly ca- 
pacity of about 297,000 tons. The stock of 
pig iron in the general market, outside of 
that held by the steel concerns owning 
and operating their own furnaces, is prob- 
ably materially less than half a million 
tons, or less than two weeks’ supply if 
production should be interrupted. This, of 
course, could not happen, but so small a 
stock cannot be expected to steady the 
market or guarantee stability in prices 
Produ:tion is now at the rate of over 15,- 
000,000 tons per annum. This will be fur- 
ther increased by the blowing in of a 
number of large furnaces now rapidly ap- 
proaching completion. As to the pig iron 
stocks of the great steel companies, which 
were very large six months ago, it is 
known that they are now very small. Pig 
iron suitable for steel purposes continue 
very scarce, and orders for billets carmot 
be placed if coupled with the condition of 
prompt delivery. Pig iron quotations are 
No. 2 foundry, Philadelphia, $15.50; No. 2 
Southern foundry, Cincinnati, $14.50; N 
2 local, Chicago, $15.50; Bessemer, Pitts- 
burg, $16.75; grey forge, Pittsburg, $14.50. 
Compared with prices of about a month 
ago, these show a_stiffening all along the 
line. Foundry pig in Philadelphia and New 
York has gained 25 cents a ton; Southern 
pig in the Western markets $1 a ton; local 
pig in Chicago about $1.50 a ton; Besse- 
mer pig about $1.25 a ton, and grey forge 
about 50 cents a ton. These advances indi- 
cate great strength in -the iron markets of 
all parts of the country, and would be 
pessible only in ‘view of a consumptive de- 
mand which has outrun production for the 
moment, great as the latter is shown to 
be. Some of the rolling mills belonging to 
the great merger are idle because the fur- 
naces in the combination cannot furnish 


them the material they need, and this is 


attributed to the fact that the companies 
are short of pig iron. This partly accounts 
for it, perhaps, but an even better reason 
is that if, they had the pig iron they could 
not convert it into billets any faster than 
they are doing. 


THE EASTERN MARKETS. 


A few weeks ago it was the subject of 
comment and complaint that while the 
‘West was very busy and prosperous the 
East was less so. There seems to be no 
ground for dissatisfaction on this score at 
the moment. Dullness has given place to 
strength and activity. The industries which 
consume foundry pig can get it without 
much trouble, though at prices a little 
above what they care to pay; but if they 
want pigs for steel, basic or Bessemer, they 
cannot find them nor can they get their 
orders accepted for anything like prompt 
delivery. This is even more true of plates 
and sheets. Every consuming industry, 
notably bridge builders, locomotive builders, 
and ship builders, are driven with orders, 
and the same is true of many minor indus- 
tries the aggregate of whose requirements 
is enormous. The feeling in New York and 
Philadelphia is that prices are now as high 
as can be sustained, and that any further 
advance would operate to check consump- 
tion. Steel billets are firm at about $27 
for ordinary grades and $28 to $30 for spe- 
cial qualities for special uses in work to 
specifications, as in the case of boiler 
plates, &c. ers for structural material 
of all kinds are piling up, and the mills 
rolling it expect to be overrun with business 
at least through the coming Summer. The 
‘current quotatidns are 1.75c. to 1.83c. for 
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angles, beams, and channels. Bars in the 
New York and Philadelphia markets have 
advdneed about $1 a ton durifg the past 
fortnight, and are now quoted at 1.45c¢. at 
mill. Stéer bars aré 1.65c. to 1.70c. Sheets 
range from 2.50c. to 3.80¢., according to 


gauge. 
THE MIDDLE WEST. 


For many months past it has been 4 
favorite phrase with representatives of the 
fron and steel tradés that the West was 
“boiling with activity.” The .term is de- 
seriptive, and involves no exaggeration. 
The conditions are very similar to those 
which immediately preceded the ‘ boom” 
of the Spring of 1899. The demands of 
consumption are exigent, and equal to the 
utmost ability of producers to supply them. 
The cutput of furnaces and mills is being 
engaged for months ahead. A good deal of 
the strength of the markets of the Middle 


West is due to the Insatiable demand for’ 


everything which enters into the rolling 
stock of railroads. How great this is may 
be judged from the fact that the leading 
manufacturers of car axles have already 
sold all they can make during the present 
year. There is also a great and growing 
aernand for structural material of all kinds, 
as well for railroad bridge work as for 
néw business buildings in Chicago and other 
prosperous Western cities. 

For some time to come the influence of 
the Middle West will dominate the course 
of the iron and steel trades. The plants of 
the United States Steel Corporation are all 
in this section, and the action of its man- 
agers as to prices will go far to establish 
or shaké confidence in the stability of the 
existing conditions. The ability of the 
management of this consolidation to keep 
prices at a safe and satisfactory level, 
through control of everything ‘from the 
ground up,” deprives its sales agents of the 
chance to make usé of the stock argument 
of the high price of raw materials to ex- 
cuse fluctuations in prices within wider 
limits than other conditions will safely ac- 
count for. It is now well understood that 
this consolidation is not a monopoly, no 
anything approaching it. Locally, it is 
powerful to accomplish much of benefit to 
the trades it represents, and to steady 
prices for the whole country. Those who 
think, however, that it can exact from 
consumers higher prices than the condition 
of general business will permit, or that it 
can crush out competition by coming be- 
twedn the independent producer and ‘his 
supplies of materiabs, do not realize what 
the industrial development of this country 
really is, nor how strictly local is the power 
of the merger to do any of the dangerous 
things which the timid have assumed to be 
its ultimate purpose. None know so well 
as those who have organized this merger 
that for some years to come it will have 
all it can do to steer its way through the 
dangers and difficulties which beset it. 
Just now everything is easy, but, as a 
shrewd member of its board of direction re- 
marked a few days ago, ‘“‘ We may look for 
some hard sledding before the new organi- 
zation gets into perfect working order. 
Those who think that a consolidation of 
interests to safeguard great manufactur- 
ing investments and cheapen costs is some- 
thing to be afraid of should not forget that 
we have anxieties of our own, and that 
adverse legislation, fool-inspired, or condi 
tions against which no foresight can make 
provision may give us a great deal of 
trouble. It ‘is not all beer and skittles, by 
any means.” 

It is a fact of general interest that the 
excitement over the gigantic steel merger 
has not extended to the trades in which it 
will operate. Consumers are neither stim- 
ulated nor alarmed, and independent inter- 
ests seem to regard the movement as on 
the whole advantageous to them, as tend- 
ing to the establishment of stable condi- 
tions. A consensus of opinion in the iron 
and steel trades would seem to indicaté 


the conviction that it is ‘‘a good thing 


for all concerned.” 
THE SOUTH. 


In the Southern iron and steel interests 
the conditions are reported as very satis- 
factory. _The recent advance in prices of 
pig iron, averaging a dollar per ton, has 
not created any excitement in the market 
nor led to any restriction of consumption. 
The tone of the market, as reported from 
Birmingham, Chattanooga, and other cen- 
tres, is healthy, with a large and steadily 
increasing demand. New furnaces are 
blowing in, and a great deal of business 
enterprise is shown in planning for the 
extension of operations, the enlargement 
of plants and the opening of new mines. 
The steelmakers are profitably busy, and 
are not only selling all they can make, but 
could greatly extend their trade if they had 
the facilities for a larger production. Fur- 
naces and mills are well sold ahead, and 
orders for material needed before mid- 
summer have to be pretty well divided 
among the plants to take advantage of the 
ability of each to furnish something that 
cannot be had promptly from the others. 

There is probably good foundation for the 
rumors of impending consolidation between 
the Tennessee Coal, Iron and Railroad 
Company and the Sloss-Sheffield Steel and 
Iron Company. Negotiations to that end 
have been in progress for some time. The 
officials of the companies hamed are dis- 
creetly reticent on the subject, which would 
seem to indicate that matters are reaching 
a condition in which the facts have public 
interest. The consolidation would be a nat- 
ural one, of advantage to both corporations, 
and probably beneficial to the South. If 
formed, it may be broadened to include 
some other valuable properties which nei- 
ther of these corporations has yet ac- 
quired, but which would ygry much 
strengthen their position as a competitor 
of the Steel merger of the Middle West. 
There is also a2 movement in the direction 
of great coal consolidations, of which the 
properties of the Virginia and Alabama 
Coal Company will be the basis. The Mo- 
nongahela Coal Company of Pittsburg is 
said to be the buyer, and the purpose in 
view is to consolidate all the coal compa- 
nies shipping coal to New Orleans and way 
points. The South ts a factor of great and 
permanent importance in the equation of 
the industrial future of the United States, 
and its prosperity is a sign of National 
health in which all classes find cause for 
congratulation. 


SOMETHING FOR THE TENANT. 
To the Editor of The New York Timea: 
~ Building operations in the Bronx are 
going on extensively, and have been, for 
several years; but no home dwellings are 
erected; nothing but tenement houses of a 
more or less pretentious character, called 
flats. One of the principal inducements 
held out to would-be tenants, is steam 
heat; the generally unreasonable high 
rents are a secondary consideration. But 
steam is not furnished according to con- 
tract, sometimes no stéam at all for days 
at a time, and, particularly during the 
bitter raw days of late Winter and early 
Spring. When a tenant asks for steam, 
he is told by the instructed janitor that the 
boiler is out of order, and that it will be 
mended at once—a mere subterfuge. 

Now, the point I wish to make is this: 
If the janitor tells me that the boiler has 
burst, and, therefore, he can give me no 


steam, I am obliged to shiver and make 
te best of it; but if I tell the agent that 
y bank has purst, and, bey I can- 
not give him any Rage | into 
‘the street. telaw! t " fiona’ 1 ia ere 
s no nt’s law.

KEEP CITY MONEY AND CHURCH 
SCHOOLS APART. 


From The Brooklyn Eagle. 

The Albany correspondent of The Brook- 
lyn Eagle succeeded in getting Senator 
Stranahan, Senator Elsberg, and Assem- 
blyman Kelsey, three out of the 200 legis- 
lators, to deny that there was an agree- 
mént on both sidés, on the clause in the 
charter revision, by which sectarian schools 
may receive public money from a Board of 
Education, which will probably be consti- 
tuted by Tammany Hall. The Eagle was 
very directly informed of such an agree- 
ment, and that it was called “The Price 
of Peace.’’ Senator Marshall told our Al- 
bany correspondent that he heard that 
very phrase and definition given to the 
clause in a:conference among members 
concerning it, and that he objected to the 
implication and to the clause, but was in- 
formed that by the State Constitution aids 
with public money to sectarian schools 
could be prevented. Assemblyman Davis 
also maintained that the clause could be 
made inoperative by the Constitution. 

Here are five men, all told, interviewed. 
Three of them declare that The Hagle’s in- 
formation is incorrect. Two of them admit 
that it is cerrect, Fut insist that the mis- 
chief which is in thé sectarian clause can 
be kept penned up in it by the Constitu- 
tion. The other 105 members of the Legis- 
lature preserve silence on the matter. The 
Kagle’s information was correct. Those 
who set out to refute it have witlessly con- 
firmed it. 

Now let us see just where this “ joker,” 
permitting appropriations of public money 
to sectarian schools, comes in. After for- 
bidding -in Section 10 of Article VII. the 


giving of public money “to any individual 
association or corporation, or the incurring 
of any indebtedness except for county, 
city, town, or village purposes,”’ the State 
Constitution allows the Legislature “to 
make such provision for the education and 
support of the blind, the deaf and dumb, 
the juvenile delinquents, as may seem 
proper, and to allow any county, city, 
town, or village toe provide for the care, 
support, maintenance, and secular educa- 
tion of inmates of orphan asylums, homes 
for dependent children, or correctional in- 
stitutions whether under mony or private 
control.”’ The charter revision, taking cog- 
nizance of that permissive clause, author- 
izes the Board of Education to award 
money to institutions of the kind and for 
the purposes indicated, and then adds to 
the power in Section 1,152 these significant 
words: “Or any other private schools in 
the said city.’ All certs gee schools of 
Roman Catholic parishes, all schools upon 
Protestant Episcopal, Presbyterian, Re- 
formed Church, Quaker, or other denomi- 
national foundation fall under the words 
“a any other private schools in the said 
city 

There is not a single private school in 
Greater New York that cannot ask for a 
share in the common school fund, and that 
cannot learn how to qualify itself for such 
a share by avoiding the restrictions of the 
State Constitution. The pretense of those 
defending the clause that it refers, or can 
be made refer, only to “ private charitable 
schools”’ is destroyed by the wholesale 
language: “‘ Or’ any other private schools 
in the said city.” That means all or any of 
them. 

For schools of any grade directly or indi- 
rectly under any denominational or secta- 
rian control, the course is easy. All they 
have to do is formally to appear to divest 
themselves of that control by getting the 
religious corporations’ with which they are 
connected to turn over their properties and 
management to boards of lay trustees, 
every one of whom might safely be a mem- 
ber of the denomination involved, but the 
competency of none of whom, in his char- 
acter as a private citizen, could be ques- 
tioned. 

lf the members of the Legislature, or 
Mayor Van Wyck, or Gov. Odell, will in- 
vestigate the easy and acceptable methods 
by which denominational colleges and 
academies At State monéys through the 
Board of Regents, they will be enlight- 
ened. Such institutions retire all clerics 
from their control. The clerics execute a 
lease to lay trusteés acceptable to them, 
for fifty years. The lease is renewable for 
fifty more, and_is appreved. for form us 
valid by a Judge of the Supreme Cour. 
That is legally held to be equivalent to fea . 
simple ownership and to qualify the insti- 
tutions. which are duly submitted to Re- 
gents’ inspection and standards. to receiva 
the State moneys which go to them in cone 
siderab!» amounts. This method is intend- 
ed by the men behind this charter clause to 
apply to the denominaticnal schools in this 
city, and the Board of Education will be 
expected, and undoubtedly will be required, 
to bring those schools in under that 
method. 

Tammany may be expected to expose and 
to oppose the clause, on this very account, 
merely. however, for public political pur- 
poses, but Tammany would probably favor 
the clause if it did not believe that its ov- 

sition to it would drive the Republicans 
o insist upon it at all hazards. The Legis- 
lature and the Governor may maintain, o> 
may_ feign, ignorance of the intent and of 
the liability of this clause. But the facts 
are as The Eagle has set them forth, and 
the agreement in the Legislature was what 
The Eagle set forth. As the people are en- 
titled to the facts the facts have been fure- 
nished to them. The consequences concern 
those able to pass, and as able to prevent, 
the result intended. But there should be 
no concealment of the fact that by the 
clause a door will be opened, and an issue 
will be raised, which has heretofore been 
kept down, a door and an issue that in- 
volve the most intense, serious, dividing, 
and perees question that has ever beén 
raised in the party politics or the educa- 
tional policy of any State in this Union.

METHODISTS AGAIN 
ATTACK FAITH HEALING

A Sharp Discussion in the New 
York East Conference. 


& 
Presiding Elder Criticised for Retaining 


Mr. Simonson After His Adoption 
of Christian Science Tenets. 


The New York East Conference of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, now in session 
at the Hanson Place Methodist Episcopal 
Church, Brooklyn, was again disturbed yes- 
terday morning by a discussion relating to 
the withdrawal of the Rév. 8. E. Simonson, 
who is now a Christian Scientist. The ex- 
citement was caused by a resolution which 
had been rushed through without debate. 
During the discussion of the motion to 
rescind the resolution the presiding elder of 
the Brooklyn South District was criticised 
for his action in permitting Mr. Simonson 
to remain in charge of his pastorate, the 
Norwegian Bethelship, after he had known 
of Mr. Simonson’s change of faith. 

During the session on Wednesday a letter 
of withdrawal had been granted to Mr. 
Simonson, but the conference had refused 
to return to him his credentials of ordina- 
tion. It was then thought that the matter 
was settled, but yesterday morning the fol- 
lowing resolution was presented: 

Whereas, Brother S. E. Simonson has with- 
drawn from the ministry and the membership 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church; and 

Whereas, Under the law of the Church we 
are unable to surrender his parchments to him; 

Resolved, That we hereby record our appre- 
ciation of his persona! verte and years of faith- 
ful service and regret that fhe feels compelled to 
leave us. 

This resolution was voted upon and 
passed without debate, although several of 
the members of the conference tried to get 
the floor. 

Dr. J. M. Buckley, editor of The Chris- 
tian Advocate, and a member of the con- 
ference, was at this time in an adjoining 
room. When he returned to the floor he 
secured a suspension of the rules and pre- 
sented a motion to rescind the resolution. 
Dr. Buckley said: 

“The resolution practically expresses re- 
gret for the action of yesterday and prac- 
tically recommends Mr. Simonson. to the 

ublic at large. Up to the time this 
rother was infected with the bacilli of 
Christian Science, he was a simple, manly 
reacher of the word of God, but since he 
as been coquetting with this superstition, 
reading its deluding literature, he has re- 
ceived favors at the hands of the Presiding 
Elder of the Brooklyn South District. It 
has been said that for three weeks after 
Dr. Chadwick knew of the change in this 
man’s mind, he held him in the church.” 

Dr. James C. Chadwick, the Presiding 
Elder referred to, interrupted the speaker 
and declared that he had not displayed 
any favoritism in the matter and had not 
kept Mr. Simonson any longer than he 
could possibly help, and asked for an op- 
ae ae to explain his action in the mat- 
ter at the conclusion of Dr. Buckley's re- 
marks. 

Dr. Buckley replied: 

‘Then, if what I have said is untrue, I 
have done you a favor, for I have only 
said to your face what others have said to 
your back. 

“This man has left us for a hostile re- 
ligion. Christian Science is not to be op- 
posed because it is absurd. It is to be 
opposed because it denies and ridicules all 
cther doctrines, even that of morals, for 
which the Methodist Church stands. To 
these who do not accept it as a gospel it 
offers healing; to those who will not ac- 
cept it as a system of healing it offers 
practical freedom from personal responsi- 

ility, destroys the nature of sin and the 
idea of repentance.

THE NEWARK CONFERENCE. 


Methodist Book Concern Affairs—The 
Story of the Moving of a Vil- 
lage Church. 


The second session of the forty-fourth 
annual meeting of the Newark Methodist 
Conference was held at the First Method- 
ist Church, Hoboken, yesterday. Ad- 
dresses on behalf of the Methodist Book 
Concern were made by the Rev. W. V. 
Kelly, the Rev. David W. Eaton, and oth- 
ers. They urged pastors t6 sustain the 
enterprise to the extent of their ability, 
for the reason that the object of the Book 
Concern is not to make money, but to 
circulate literature among the people at 
the very lowest cost. Dr. Eaton said that 
while the receipts had fallen off during 
the year, the number of books distributed 
had greatly increased. S 

At the conclugton of the discussion the 
Rev. W. 8S. O’Donnell, the Rev. W. B: 
Fleming, the Rev. John O. Sperling, and 
the Rev. J. O. Meeker were appointed a 
Committe on Book Concern and Perlod- 
icals. A committee was also appointed to 
consider the insurance plan adopted by the 
last conference, and known as the Na- 
tional Mutual Church Insurance Company. 


Elder John.8S. Krantz presented his re- 

port of Church work done during the year. 
He said that about $1,000 had been con- 
tributed in aid of weak churches and that 
the Home Missionary and Extension So- 
ciety had been of great assistance. , 
. He gave an account of the removal of a 
church at Port Morris. It had been erect- 
ed on ene side of the village, which per- 
versely insisted on extending itself from 
the other side, and finally people had to 
cross eight railroad tracks to get to the 
edifice. It was the only Methodist church 
in the village, and something had to be 
done to keep the congregation from drift- 
ing away to other churches. The Elder 
continued: 

“The Lord gave us favor in the sight 
of the railroad officials, and, among them, 
they gave us $350 in money, wit free 
transportation of materials for moving, 
and permission to raise the telegraph lines 
and cross the tracks. 

“At our request, for a brief time, both 
commerce and travel were arrested as the 
‘House of God’ passed under the wires 
and over the rails. It reminded me of the 
sun standing still at the command of 
Joshua. Then followed the carrying of the 
building, weighing seventy-five tons, over 
the pond of the canal, 200 feet wide, and 
with poly twelve inches of ice. 

*“* We shall never forget the anxiety of the 
contractor, who expected that the dear, old 
meeting house would go to the bottom in 
midstream, but we quieted his fears by 
telling him that some trusted in houses 
of steel and chariots of ice, but we trusted 
in the Lord, and though the water that 
day arose eighteen inches above the sur- 
face of the ice, the next day, Sunday, a 
northwest wind arose, the ice grew thicker, 
and by .the Wednesday evening following 
the ‘Ark of the Lord’ was safe on the 
other shore.”

HOWARD WALKER WATHR COLORS. 

Painters and also architects while travel- 
ing in Europe are apt to take notes of 
places that strike them pleasantly, and 
these notes aré sometimes valuable to 
themselves and interesting to their friends. 
But now and then there is one who be- 
comes fascinated by the hobby and makes 
a serious pursuit of what beyan as a jot- 
ting down of memoranda for reference. 
Howard Walker of Boston seems to belong 
to this category, for his 120 pictures, which 
were hung Wednesday in the galleries of 
the National Arts Club, are a good deal 
more than notes of ee eee are com- 
plete pictures of famous buildings and 
sculptures, which combine the accuracy of 
a trained architect and the sense of compo- 
sition and color of a painter. 

One wall of a gallery is covered with a 
series of figures from the celebrated tomb 
of Maximilian of Hapsburg at Innspruck. 
They recall the somewhat.dingy old church 
and the very elabgrate tomb in the centre, 
but they occupy~ themselves chiefly with 
the great array of single standing figures 
of Emperors, Kings, Queens, Princes, and 
Princesses cast in bronze, which form the 
guard of honor. Amo these the best- 
known by-reproductions 
“Arthur of England,” 
of the Round Table, although there hang 
about his neck the chain and insignia of 
the Golden Fleece, which is a creation of 
a somewhat later date than that assigned 
to the hero of British romance. Duke Ar- 
thur of Bretagne, nephew of Richard 
Coeur de Lion, who was La ea by his 
other uncle, John, and murdered by him 
in prison at Rouen, might be considered as 
nearer the mark; but young Arthur of 
Brittany would scarcely fit the masterpiece 
of Peter Vischer of Nuremberg.

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THE RAPID TRANSIT BILL 


Commission’s Plans to Overcome 
Opposition in the Legislature. 


Important Provisions of the Measure— 
Progress on the Tunnel—Hearing 


for Bronx Residents. 


Having heard that secret opposition to 
the pending Rapid Transit bill had been 
developed at Albany, ‘the Board of Rapid 
Transit Commissioners decided at their 
meeting yesterday to send a telegram to 
the Chairman of the Cities Committee of 
the Assembly, Otto C. Kelsey, asking per- 
mission for the board to appear before that 
committee on Monday next. The bill men- 
tioned has been passed by the Senate. Now 
it is delayed in committee; and, according 
to the board, there has: developed within 
the last few days such opposition as may 
keep it there till the Legislature has ad- 
jcurned. 

A statement explaining in brief the ob- 
jects of the bill and the intent of the tele- 
gram sent tc Mr, Kelsey was given out 
yesterday by the board’s secretary. It is 
in part as follows: 

“The bill is general. It is claimed that 
no railroad corporation, except one, now 
owning a railroad in the city has the legal 
power to acquire rights in the rapid transit 
contracts or to bid for a new contract. The 
Rapid Transit Board will not submit vol- 
untarily to any such claim of exclusive 
rights by existing companies. The pro- 
posed bill, if enacted, will prevent any such 
claim. The bill further facilitates con- 
demnation proceedings, and abolishes ex- 
penses in such proceedings which may have 
been found unnecessary. A defeat of the 
bill would simply be obstruction to rapid 
transit.” 

According to Section 34 of the existing 
Rapid Transit act, passed in 1894, it is im- 
possible for any company not now doing 
a railroad business in the city to operate 
the rapid transit road. The bill now before 
the Legislature is intended:to so change 
the law that other concerns will be eligible 
for its operation. 

Another matter that came before the 
board yesterday was the consideration of 
the monthly appropriation for work on the 
subway. <A requisition on the Controller for 
$773,000 was voted. Up to this time the 
total amount disbursed has been $3,594,000. 

A hearing was given by the board to 
residents of the Bronx to discuss the pro- 
posed change of plan in crossing the Har- 

em River and proceeding beyond it. It 
was ge proposed to cross by means of 
a bridge, ence to go along. an elevated 
road up ona Avenue to One Hundred 
and Forty-ninth Street, to Jerome Avenue, 
and Fordham Road. his gave rise to 
much protest, residents of the Bronx con- 
tending that the new plan would injure 
property. 

any speeches were made at the hearing. 
‘All of the speakers favored the new plan 
except Councilman Hottenroth. He cited 
the frequent delays now in evidence on the 
Third Avenue line of the Manhattan LEie- 
vated Railroad as a result of its bridge 
over the Harlem. He said that this would 
be the case with the proposed rapid transit 
bridge. The elevated road on the other 
side, instead of an undeground one, would, 
he said, entail much loss to property own- 
ers, give rise to suits for damages against 
tlle city, and add another hideous obstruc- 
tion to the streets of the Bronx. 

Others who spoke at the hearing were 
Fielding L. Marshall, ex-Senator. Guy, 
William B. Peck, John E. Eustis, Chan- 
cellor MacCracken of the New York Uni- 
versity, Lewis R. Berg, J. A. Goulden, and 
Franklin Wileox. As there were several 
more who desired to speak President Orr 
declared the hearing adjourned, to be re- 
sumed on Thursday afternoon of week 
after next.

A VEXED RAILWAY PROBLEM. 


The provision of terminal facilities for 
important cities is becoming a more and 
more onerous problem in railroad man- 
agement. In New York it is very far 
from solution, owing partly to the island 
location of the city and due further to 
the enormous outlay involved in the pur- 
chase of real estate. In the case of the 
New York Central the course has been 
seriously considered of diverting freight 
deliveries to the West Shore line, reserv- 
ing the Central largely for passenger and 
fast freight traffic. In the case of Penn- 
sylvania, rumors are perpetually com- 
ing to the surface of plans to acquire ex- 
tensive properties on Long Island, to es- 
cape from the narrow confines of the 
two shores of the North River, where, in 
common with other roads terminating on 
the New Jersey side, it is severely 
cramped. The Baltimore and Ohio acqui- 
sition of Staten Island property was an 
effort in the same direction. Meanwhile 
schemes that propose tunneling meet 
with ready investigation in the hope of 
finding a way to reduce them to a prac- 
tical working basis, and the ambitious 
plan of spanning the North River with a 
huge suspension bridge stays in an in- 
cubatory stage. No doubt inventive in- 
genuity will eventually find some way to 
meet what is becoming year by year 
more and more an imperative demand. 

In some smaller cities. the belt-line 
system has been found workable. It ex- 
tends each road’s terminal capacity by 
joining it to other roads, thus rendering 
the exchange of freight and passengers a 
simple and commodious matter. The 
most elaborate system of this nature— 
the Chicago Terminal Transfer Com- 
pany—has grown up in Chicago and as- 
sumed important proportions: so much 
so, in fact, that it has been bought up 
and is now operated by Standard Oil and 
allied interests. Its workings will repay 
the study of practical railroad men. It 
operates more than a hundred miles of 
tracks, practically encircling the city, 
with approximately two miles of dock 
frontage on the Chicago River; and it 
has about 800 acres of land,.of which 
over 50 acres are in the centre of the 
business section of the city, owning them 
in fee. As a terminal company it leases 
its facilities either at a fixed rental or 
for a wheelage proportion of expenses; 
as a transfer company it conducts a reg- 
ular transportation business and also 
transfers and switches cars betwegp rail- 
way systems and manufacturing and 
business districts. Some idea of its con- 
sequences may be gained from the fact 
that its property and franchises are now 
appraised as worth not far from $50,- 
000,000, having a capital stock of $30,- 
000,000, of which there are $13,000,000 
common and $17,000,000 preferred. 

This company dates merely from 1897, 
when a reorganization of anterior com- 
panies was effected, but the system is 
the result of a slow growth forced by the 
necessities of the various roads centring 
in Chicago, and the work it performs is 
constantly growing. Now that it is in 
Rockefeller-Harriman-Twombly hands, a 
great extension of its capacity is con- 
templated, and in some essential ways it 
promises to become a model for other 
cities to follow in the settlerfent of the 
vexed question of terminal facilities. 


YESTERDAY’S MARKET. 


Dealings in the stock market yesterday 
continued on,.an extensive scale, recorded 
transactions running up above the 1,700,000 
mark. In the early trading substantial 
strength developed under the leadership, in 
the railway group, of Chicago Northwest, 
whieh rose 12 points, and, in the indus- 
trials, of Amalgamated Copper and Sugar, 
each of which advanced substantially. 
From the outset, however, bear pressure 
was in evidence, and there was much short 
selling of stocks on the theory that, after 
the advance of Tuesday and Wednesday, a 
reaction in the market was due. This sell- 
ing assumed large proportions in the after- 
noon, when, coincident with the calling of 
some loans, a number of the banks ana 
trust companies marked up call rates to 5% 
and 6 per cent. Thereupon recent buyers 
eo “ 














took sudden fright and proceeded: to throw 
over their holdings. -The consequence was 
that from the high figures prices fell off 
sharply, Burlington, for instance, break- 
ing over 5 points, Rock Island and St. Paul 
over 3 each, Northwest about 7—though 
still closing with a net gain of over 5—and 
other stocks in proportion. 

Just before the close, however, some 
large buying orders were placed ~in the 
market by important interests, with the 
result that when the gong sounded for the 
termination of the day's business a general 
rally. was in progress, and the undertone 

showed good strength. This, in some meas- 
ure, may be explained by the fact that a 
report, put out in the afternoon’ by the 
bears, that the Burlington “deal” ‘was off 
was~ pronounced by interests close to Mr. 
Hill to be absolutely false. One of the 
stories, indeed, went so far as to say that 
the successful carrying out of the project 
was being opposed by Union Pacifie offi- 
cials. This, these officials declare, is too 
ridiculous to be dignified with serious ‘con- 
sideration. 

Generally the developments of the day, 
apart from. the flurry in money, were fa- 
vorable. The reports concerning the Russo- 
Chinese situation, and the: renewal of the 
peace negotiations in respect to the South 
African war, had favorable effect on the 
foreign Bourses, evidence of this being pre- 
sented in the course of the London market. 
There prices were generally higher, and 
sentiment was pronounced much improved. 
Quotations sent over here at the opening 
were well above Wednesday’s close; and 
were followed by buying orders on a fairly 
liberal scale, purchases of the interna- 
tionals for London account totalling prob- 
ably 30,000 shares. Then, too, there was 
the semi-official assurance that the -Bur- 
lington deal is practically an accomplished 
fact, and certain of success, while helpful 
influence was exerted in the last few 
minutes of trading by the reports of favor- 
able progress made in the New Jersey Cen- 
tral negotiations seeking to avoid the 
threatened strike of the employes of that 
company. 

Not without effect, also, was another 
batch of railway statements showing large 
increases for the first week of April, as 
compared with the figures for the same 
period a year ago. Chicago and Eastern 
iNinois, for instance, reported an increase 
of $22,000, Texas and Pacitic of $75,500, St. 
Louis Southwestern of $26,000, and Cana- 
dian Pacific of $40;000. 

There was good demand throughout the 
day for the high-class railway stocks for 
investment purposes, and to this demand, 
based in some instances on the knowledge 
of coming developments which will add to 
the values of the properties in question, 
many of the advances were due. In regard 
to the advance in Northwest, it is expected 
that at the special meeting of the North- 
west Directors, to be held on April 17, con- 
sequential developments will appear—de- 
velopments that will be to tne advantage 
not only of Northwest, but of Union Pa- 
cific. These two roads, it is understood, 
are to be brought closer together, either 
ja a leasé or by an out-and-out consolida- 

on, 

Other standard stocks in demand in the 

j early session were St. Paul, Rock Island, 
Omaha,- Pennsylvania, and New York Cen- 
tral, though in respect to none of these 
were there any new developments. 

In the lower-priced issues the greatest 
strength showed in Chicago Terminal pre- 
ferred, which held steady in the afternoon, 
while most of the other shares were de- 
clining. The buying was by a leading bank- 
ing house usually acting for interests 
known to be identified with the property, 
and the belief is that some pending plans, 
soon to be perfected, will improve ma- 
terially the position of the property. 

In the*industrial group, the features were 
Amalgamated, Copper, Sugar Trust stock, 
Consolidated Gas, and Brooklyn Union Gas, 
each of which advanced sharply, though in 
the late trading Amalgamated Copper, 
which had sold up to the highest price on 
record, lost nearly all of its gain. The 
strength of-..that security was on con- 
tinued talk of.a copper combine. Sugar’s 
advance. was on pool buying, accompany- 
ing a report that Russian sugars will be 
prevented from coming into this country, 
while the gas stocks rose on further talk, 
not verified, that the companies are to be 
consolidated, and that a readjustment of 
the stock of Consolidated Gas is contem- 
plated. .In the steel shares early strength 
was followed by heaviness, traders selling 
the. stocks of the Steel Trust because, they 
said, the securities ‘‘ acted disappointing- 
ly ’”’ following’ Mr. Morgan’s arrival in Eng- 
land. Profit taking appeared in stocks 
such as General Electric, which lately have 
had such sharp rises. A

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HEARING IN RIGE 
MURDER CASE ENDED 


Patrick May Be Held on Monday 
for the Grand jury. 








Arguments of His Counsel—Meyers and 
Short Waive Examination and Are 
Committed to the Tombs. 





Lawyer Albert T. Patrick, accused by. 
Valet Charles F. Jones of-originating the 
scheme to kill old William Marsh Rice for 
his millions, and of directing the successful 
execution of the murder, will not know 
until Monday whether his accuser’s con- 
fession has been sufficiently correborated 
in the eyes of the law to warrant Justice 
Jerome in holding him prisoner to await 
the action of the Grand Jury. 

The prosecution finished yesterday their 
preliminary efforts to connect Patrick with 
the murder by corroborating Jones's con- 
fession of the plot and its execution. As- 
District Attorney Osborne is con- 
fident that sufficient corroboration was 
adduced. Lawyer Moore, for the defense, 
states that he is sure’ Patrick will be ac- 
quitted in the end, and that the State can- 
the confession 


sistant 


not sufficiently corroborate 

to cause any jury to convict his client of 
murder. j 

Morris Meyers and David L. Short, the 
witnesses to the will of 1900 leaving Patrick 
all of the old millionaire’s property and 
money, who were arrested and charged 
with forgery, waived examination upon 
the advice of their counsel, and were com- 
mitted to the Tombs in $10,000 bail. 

Experts called by the State consumed 
the last hours of the morning session. 
Handwriting Experts Kinsley and Car- 
valho testified that the signatures on the 
“Patrick will’’ of 1900, the general as- 
signments of the property, and the letter 
directing the cremation of Rice’s body, to 
be forgeries. Chemical Expert R. A. Witt- 
haus swore to finding mercury in Rice's 
intestines. 

The handwriting testimony was given 


only after Mr. Moore's strenuous objections 
were overruled. Mr. Moore cited Justice 
Fursman’'s decision in the Kennedy case 
excluding the testimony of experts, on the 
ground that as the experts had never séen 
the defendant write, they could not testify 
to the genuineness of signatures, when this 


was not the question at issue. Justice 
Jerome said this was simply a matter of 
interpretation of the statutes. Both ex- 


perts admitted they had never seen Patrick 
write. Mr. Carvalho said the same person 
wrote all the signatures. The prosecution 
contends that any one of them. placed over 
any other will coincide exactly. 

Prof. Witthaus said he found traces of 
mercury in the liver, kidney, and intestines, 
but not in sufficient quantities to cause 
death. He thought it had been taken about 
two weeks before death, and might have 
been received into the body in pills or calo- 
mel. He said under_ordinary conditions 
chloroform placed on a sleeping person’s 
face would cause him to awake. 

Mr. Moore's effort to compel Mr. Osborne 
to sum up his case having failed, after the 


noon adjournment, the former moved the 
discharge of ‘this client on several legal 
grounds. He held that Mr. ‘Osborne had 


neither connected Patrick with any crime 
nor shown that any had been committed. 
The motion. was overruled. 

Mr. Moore then said in summing up that 
the contention of the defense was that in- 
sufficient evidence had been adduced by 
the State to warrant the holding of Pat- 
rick, and that Jones’s story had not been 
sufficiently corroborated. ‘‘ Some evidence 
other than that of Jones must be shown,” 
said he. ‘‘ Some testimony tending to prove 
the truthfulness of Jones's statement has 
been brought out, but-none tending to con- 
nect Patrick with the commission of any 
crime.”" 

Mr. Moore also held that a conspiracy 
could not be proved-by the uncorroborated 
evidence of a co-conspirator. 

Justice Jerome said he would take the 
transcript of the testimony given at the 
hearing and decide for himself whether or 
not Jones’s story had been sufficiently cor- 
roborated to warrant him in holding the 
prisoner for the action of the Grand Jury. 


H. S. BEATTIE SUES FOR $5,000. 


Asks Payment for Stock Sold to Metro- 
politan Street Railway Company. 
Hans 8S. Beattic has begun another ac- 
tion against the Metropolitan Street Rail- 
way Company. This time it is to recover 
$5,000 and interest from the company for 
stock which he sold to it in 1896. Mr. Beat- 
tie up io last December was the Treasurer 
of the company. At that time he resigned. 
The first knowledge. of any friction be- 
tween himself and those interested in the 
road became known when his counsel, An- 
drew DL. Parker, began an action in the 
Supreme Court to recover $100,000, which 
Mr. Beattie alleges to be due him. for serv- 
ices rendered in getting coutrol of. various 
cross-town lines for the Metropolitan at a 
time when the Third Avenue Road was 
trying to get a fvoting on the west side of 
the city. 
Mr. Beattie carried out the plans of pur- 
chasing a controlling interest in the stocks 
of the Thirty-fourth Street, T'wenty-eighth 
and Twenty-ninth Street lines, and others 
which extended across town. He claimed 
that the officers of the road promised him 
certain compensation for this work and 
that he had never been paid. 
The new action has a bearing on one of 
these deals. In the complaint made by 
Mr. Beattie, which was filed in the Su- 
preme Court yesterday, he says: ‘* That on 
or about the Ist day of April, 1896, the 
plaintiff agreed to sell to the defendant, 
and the defendant agreed to buy from the 
plaintiff, at the price of $5,000, fifty shares 
ot capital stock of the Fulton Construc- 
tion Company, and that in pursuance of 
said agreement the plaintiff on or about 
said last mentioned date delivered to the 


defendant the certificates of ownership of 
said shares duly assigned to the defendant. 
ee part of the aforesaid sum has been 
paid. 

The Fulton Construction Company. was 
organized to build the Fulton Street, Thir- 
ty-fourth Street, and the Twenty-eighth 
und Twenty-ninth Street lines. This com- 
pany really. controlled the lines. It was 
when Mr. Beattie was negotiating for the 
control of the Thirty-fourth Street cross- 
town line for the Metropolitan Railway 
Company that he found it necessary to get 
the fifty shares of stock, which had been 
issued by the construction company on 
that particular line. His claim is that he 
turned the stock over to the Metropolitan 
Company with the understanding that he 
would be paid for the same. This not be- 
ing done, he wants to recover the value 
of the stock, with interest from the date 
of transfer. 

In the action to recover $100,000 for serv- 
ices in consolidating the cross-town lines 
the railway company has not yet made an 
answer. The answer was due several days 
ago, but the company asked and obtained 
fifteen days’ extension. .

“DUTY ON RUSSIAN SUGAR. 


Arguments on Test Cases Heard by the 

Appraisers’ Classification Board. 
The test cases involving the imposition 
of a countervailing duty on Russian sugar 
came up. yesterday before the Board 
of Classification of the United States Gen- 
eral Appraisers. The matter had attracted 
a great deal of attention on account of the 
action of the Russian Gomernment in im- 
posing heavy additional duties upon various 
American products because of the action af 
the United States Government in imposing 
a countervailing duty on Russian sugar. 
Judge Somerville presided over the hear- 
ing, and Ernest A. Bigelow appeared for 
the protestants, while William ™ Gibson 
represented the Government. No oral tes- 
timony was offered, but the case was sub- 
mitted to the Board after argument upon 
the facts stated in the consular reports 
and other official documents. . 

Mr. Bigelow argued that there was no 
bounty paid by the Russian Government. 
He declared that Section 5 of the American 
Tariff Act did.not cover any such state of 
facts as was shown to éxist in Russia re- 
garding the production of sugar. 

“It is stated,” said he, ‘‘ that the export 
of Russian sugar is lower than the 
charged to consumers in Russia, but 
there is nothing at all remarkable in that 
fact. There are a multitude of articles 
covered in the American tariff which this 
country sells to foreigners cheaper than 
they can be bought at home. In fact, if the 
contention of the Government in this case 
should prevail, the only logical way would 
be to assess a countervailing duty upon 
imports from all countries which have a 
protective tariff.” 

Mr. Gibson, arguing on behalf of the 
Government, said that Russia pays a larger 
bounty than any other country in Europe. 
He cited statistics at length in an endeavor 
to show that beyond question the Russian 
Government does pay a bounty to producers 
of sugar. He said, further, that Russia 
maintained a tariff that was prohibitive 
as regards imports of sugar into that coun- 
try, and that the produetion of sugar in 
that country was absolutely regulated by 
the Government, and was completely under 
government control. 

Judge Somerville in thanking the counsel 
for the efforts they had made in enlight- 
ening the Board, intimated that the case 
would naturally be taken to the Federal 
Courts, and it is altogether probable that 
it will eventually reach the Supreme Court 
of the United States. 
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SUIT FOR FIRE PENSION LOST. 


Miss Bowen Sued When Nephew Was 
Killed—She Had No Adoption 
Papers. 

The application of Miss Mary Bowen for 
a writ of peremptory mandamus directing 
Fire Commissioner John J. Scannell to pay 
her $500 a year pension out of the Fire 
Department Relief Fund was denied yester- 
day by Justice Truax in the Supreme 

Court. 

Miss Bowen based her claim on the fact 
that her nephew, Peter F. Bowen, a fire- 
man, had been killed: at a fire in East 
Forty-fourth Street on March 24, 1900, She 
had adopted her nephew when he was one 
year old, and cared for and educated 
him from \yhis_ infancy until he was old 
enough to work. He lived with her up to 
the time of his death. His age was thirty- 
three years. 

At the time Miss Bowen took her nephew 
she did not apply to the courts for a legal 
adoption of the child. The city charter 
specifically states that pensions are not 
payable out of the Fire Department Relief 
Fund to persons who can show no legai 
adoption papers. It was on this point that 
the Justice refused the application for the 
writ. 





ASLEEP, WALKED INTO RIVER. 


Shock Awakened Mrs. Driscoll and She 
Was Quickly Rescued. 

Mrs. Mary Driscoll, forty-five years old, 
a somnambulist, walked out of her home, 
at $2 Division Avenue, Williamsburg, unob- 
served at 2 o'clock yesterday morning and 
walked off the doék at the foot of the street 
into the river. The cold water awoke her, 
and sh2 screamed for help. The cries at- 
tracted a boatman, who plunged into the 
water and with difficulty rescued her. Mrs. 
Driscoll was taken to the powerhouse of 
the Brooklyn Repid Transit Company near 
by, and Dr. Hoyt of the Eastern District 
Hospital, summoned. The physician found 


the woman hysterical. She refused to egter 
the ambulance, and force had to be used 
to take her to the Clymer Street Poltce Sta- 
tion, where she Was held upon a charge of 
attempted suicide. 

When drraigned in the Lee Avenue Police 
Court, the woman's husband, who had been 
told -of her arrest, was in court. As soon 
as he explained his wite’s ailment she was 
promptly discharged. 

Mrs. riscoll as been a_ sleep-walker 
since childhood. She has had a number of 
adventures, but rone, however, that*came 
so near costing her her life as this one. 
Every precaution has been taken by her 
husband to prevent her from leaving her 
apartmerts while asleep. Phe doors were 
kept_ carefully locked and the keys hidden. 
In some manner she found them yesterday 
while asleep. 


LEGAL NOTES. 





PLUMBERS IN NEw York City.—The late 
John Vinton Dahlgren, in December, 1894, 
employed Johnston & Kelly, who were 
master plumbers, to do some plumbing 
work in his house in Fifty-sixth Street, 
this city. “The plumbers, at the time, had 
failed to register their names and ad- 
dresses with the Board of Health in this 
city, as required by the laws of 1892. 
After they had proceeded with their work, 
masonry, carpenter work and painting 
were found to be hecessary, and Mr. Dahi- 
gren instructed Mr. Johnstofi to have this 
work done. Mr. Dahlgren had paid $1,500 
to Johnston & Kelly, and in February, 
1895, there remained unpaid on all the work 
$6,238.15. At that time Mr. Dahlgren paid 
~,000, but did not approve for payment the 


items of the bill rendered for work other 
than plumbing work. He afterward paid 
several items, leaving $2,079.73 unpaid. In 
a suit by Johnston to recoyer this sum, a 
judgment given in favor of the defendant, 
Elizabeth Drexel Dahlgren, on the first 
trial, was reversed by the First Appellate 
Division, in an opinion by Justice Rum- 
sey, the court holding that the plumbers 
were not precluded from recovering for 
the other work that was done, because of 
their failure to\comply with the law of 
1892. Judgment rendered for the plain- 
tiffs on the second trial was affirmed by 
the Appellate Division of the Second De- 
partment, and that decision has now been 
affirmed by the Court of Appeals. The 
Court holds, in an opinion by Judge Gray, 
that though the act of 1892 renders un- 
enforceable a claim. for plumbing work 
performed by an _ unregistered master 
plumber, any payment made on account 
cannet be revoked. Whether an oral em- 
ployment of a party to perform various 
branches of work in repairing a house 
constitutes an entire, or a severable, con- 
tract, was held to be-a question of fact 
depending upon the intention of the par- 
ties, to be discovered» from the circum- 
stances of the employment.

PROTECTION OF AREAWAYS.—The City of 
Rechester was succe#$ful on the trial of a 
suit brought against it in the Supreme 
Court by Patrick Donnelly, as administra- 
tor, to recover for the death of Patrick 
H. Donnelly, claimed to have been caused 
by its negligence, ,and that decision was 
upheld by the Appellate Division of the 
Fourth Department, but the Court of Ap- 


peals has now ordered a reversal and new 
trial. The question was as to the protec- 
tion by a municipality of areaways along 
the sidewalks. n-front of the owers 
Building, on Main Street, the principal 
business street in Rochester, there was an 
areaway, which extended i:to the street 
4 feet 4 inches, and was 12 feet 3 inches 
below the grade of the sidewalk. The ex- 
cavation was guarded by a railing 2% feet 
high, erected along the edge of the side- 
walk. Over four yeats ago the plaintiff's 
intestate, who had beén standing near the 
railing on the sidewalk, started to walk 
across it to take an approaching car. Hy 
slipped on some snow, which had recently 
fallen, and was precipitated over the rail- 
ing into the arcaway. The Court of Ap- 
eals, in an opinion by Judge Cullen, unan- 
mously decided that, while such an area- 
way, on a busy 2nd much fr@quented street 
in a large city, was not necessarily an un- 
lawful encroachment.and nuisance per. se, 
its presence; when insufficiently guarded, 
necessarily créates and is a source of dan- 
ger to persons on the street, and where it 
as so existed for a long period of time 
the officers of the municipality are charge- 
able ‘with knowledge of the danger. e 
question whether or not the railing was a 
sufficient protection to passers-by was held 
to be for the ‘jury. 
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A Temporary Injunction Secured 
Against Presbyterian Hospital. 
; 





Near-By Residents Say the New Annex 
Will Be “ Noxious and Offensive ” 
—Covenant Restrictions. 


A temporary injunction restraining the 
Presbyterian Hospital from proceeding 
with the erection of the new home for 
nurses on East Seventy-first Street, be- 
tween Park and Madison Avenues, was is- 
sued by Justice Freedman in the Supreme 
Court yesterday. 

The application for the injunction was 
made by John Moller, who owns property 
in the rear of the proposed building and 
fronting on Hast Seventy-second Street. A 
number of other property owners on East 
Seventy-second Stfeet are interested jn the 
proceedings with Mr. Moller. Justice 
Freedman, in granting the preliminary in- 
junction, fixed April 17 as the time for ar- 
gument on the application to make the in- 
junction permanent. 

Mr. Moller applied for the injunction on 
the grounds that the new building is being 
erected contrary to the covenants in the 
deeds to the property, and that the building 
will be “noxious” and offensive to the 
neighhoring inhabitants.’’ 

In his petition Mr. Moller sets forth the 
fact that previous to 1880 the entire block 
from Madison to Park Avenue, and be- 
tween Seventy-first and. Seventy-second 
Streets was owned by Henrietta A. Lenox, 
and that on April 6, 1880, she conveyed the 
-property to Edward Tracy and James Rus- 
sell. In the’ deed the following covenant 
was placed: 

“Tnat they shall not at any time here- 
after erect, make, establish, or carry on, 
or suffer to be erected, made, or carried on, 
in any manner on any part of the above- 
described premises, any livery stable, rail- 


road station, slaughter house, tallow 
chandlery, steam engine, smith's shop, 
forge, turnace, brass foundry, nail or 


other iron factory or any manufactory for 
the making of giass, giue, varnish, vitriol, 
ink, or turpentine, or for the tanning, dress- 
ing, preparing, or keeping of skins, hides, 
or leather, or any theatre, opera house, 
brewery, distillery, molasses or sugar re- 
finery, lager beer or concert salon, or any 
manufacturing trade or business whatever, 
which maxX be in any way noxious or of- 
tensive to the neighboring ‘inhabitants.” 

Messrs. Tracy and Russell subdivided the 
plot into building lots, and in a number of 
deeds placed the restriction, ‘to be used 
and occupied exclusively for private dwell- 
ing houses.’’ The. building of tenements or 
flats was specially prohibited. Some of the 
property fronting on Seventy-second Street 
was purchased by David Dinkelspiel and 
Simon Lightstone,,from whom Mr. Moller 
and other residents on Seventy-second 
Street purchased their homes. Their 
deeds carried the restrictions that were 
in the original conveyance to Messrs. Tracy 
and Russell. t 

Mr. Moller says that the Presbyterian 
Hospital came into possession of the prop- 
erty fronting on Seventy-first Street, and 
that it is about to’ erect a building at the 
corner of Park Avenue and Seventy-first 
Street which will have a frontage on Sev- 
enty-first Street of 104 feet and.on Park 
Avenue of 101.8 feet. This building is- to 
be eight stories in height, while buildings 
on the adjacent propertieS are only four 
stories high. The building is to have .26 
rooms for nurses on each floor. He alleges 
that it will be used as a regular boarding- 
house for the nurses, and that this fact, 
with the additional feature of a _ steam- 
heating plant and engine and boiler will 
‘be noxious and offensive.” 

Joseph Liebmann of 40 East Seventy-sec- 
ond Street, Max Nathan of 82 East Sev- 
enty-second Street, and Albert Kaskel of 
48 East-Seventy-second Street make affi- 
davits as to the same facts which are con- 
tained in Mr. Moller’s petition. James W. 
Hyde appears as attorney for Mr. Moller. 

The papers in the injunction proceedings 
had not been served on any of the officers 
of the hospital last night, and no action 
will be taken until the temporary injunc- 
tion and petition are in their hands. 

The new home for the nurses is to cost 
$300,000. It is the gift of a friend of the 
hospital whose name the authorities re- 
fused to give out at the time the announce- 
ment was made that the building was to be 
erected. 


HUSBAND ACCUSES WIFE. 


E. Kuster Has Mrs. Kuster Com- 
mitted to be Examined as 
to Her Sanity. 

On the complaint of her husband, Mrs. 
Eunice T. Kuster, wife of Louis E. Kuster, 
a lawyer with offices at 32 Liberty Street, 
was committed to Bellevue yesterday by 
Magistrate Cornell, in the Centre Street 
Police Court, to be examined as to her san- 
ity. The husband alleged that she talked 
incoherently at times, 
a lawyer's office at 320 Broadway she 
claimed that some one was trying to poison 
her. . 

Mrs. Kuster wag arrested yesterday morn- 
ing at the house of a relative, Mrs. Dunn, 
who lives at 320 East Twenty-fourth 
Street, and who is said to be wealthy. Mrs. 
Kuster, when she entered court, appeared 
to be cool and collected, and seemed to be 
a woman of education and refinement. 
She said her husband made the complaint, 
not because he really thought her unbal- 
anced, but because he wanted to get her 
out of the way to avoid any unpleasantness 
that might result from her efforts to secure 
a separation, as she had instituted proceed- 
ings to that end. . 

She said that she_was in the office of her 

own lawyer, at 320 Broadway, consulting 
about the separation, when she said some- 
one was trying to poison her. She ex- 
lained that she said it because she had 
een taken seriously ill when still living 
with her husband, and that her physician 
had said that poison had been given to 
her by some one. 

Mrs. Kuster told how her husband had 
at one time had her examined by t 
physicians, who said that she was perfectly 
sane. At, another time he had had her 
committed to an asylum, but the officials 
had refused to keep her there, saying that 
she was not insane. All these statements 
She said she could prove by papers which 
she would oo later. The Magistrate 
in committing her said: 

*T don’t want you to think that I‘believe 
you insane. I do not. But when I am 
asked to commit any one, as has been done 


here, I must comply. If you are falsely ac- 
cused you have your redress.”’

SAILORS TAKEN FROM A SHIP. 


Two Who Claimed to-Have Been Shang- 
haied Removed from the Ems. 


Clark H. Abbott; counse], for the Sea- 
man’s Branch of the Legal Aid Society, 
recovered from the sailing ship Ems yes- 
terday two men who, it is believed, had 
been shanghaied. Mr. Abbott learned that 
a number of sailors had disappeared mys- 
teriously from different sailors’ boarding 
houses Wednesday night. The Ems, which 
was bound for Calcutta, was lying off 
Stapleton, and Mr. Abbott, suspecting that 
some of the missing men might be on board 
that vessel, chartered’ a tug and boarded 
the Ems. He found four men who ex- 
pressed a desire to’ leave the ship. Two 
of them had beé¢n regularly signed, how- 
ever, and Mr. Abbott was powerless to do 
anything for them. The other two, @rho 
had been signed by the mate also, said 
they had_ no recollection of having boarded 
the Ems or of signing any articles. They 
were taken ashore and are being cared for 
by the Légal Aid Society. 

The men are Daniel Campbell and Frank 
McKay. Cafnpbell said he had been stay- 
ing for the last three weeks at a boarding 
house at 5 Albany Street, while McKay 
said he had boarded at 177 Cherry Street. 
Wednesday night they were drunk. When 
they awoke they found themselves on the 
Ems, .bound for Calcutta. They believe 
that they were victims of knockout drops. 
Mr. Abbott will investigate, and if their 
claims as to the manner in which they 
were shipped prove true, their cases will 
be brought to the attention of the courts, 

One of the other two men who wanted 


to leave the ship, but who was unable to’ 


do so because he had signed before the 
British Vice Consul, said he was a tanner 
and had never worked on a_ ship before. 
He gave his name as Richard Greenberg, 
and said he had arrived in this country on 
the White Star liner Oceanic a few weeks 
ago.. He was tricked into signing the ar- 
ticles, he declared, the undérstanding be- 
ing that he was simply acting as a “ dum- 
my.” After signing 
down the bay and inspect the ship. This 
he did. The result was that he found 
himself a member of the crew, and’ no 
alternative left him but,,to accompany the 
ship to Calcutta. 

When Mr. Abbott left the ship Green- 
berg was almost overcome with grief, beg- 
the vessel, His 
money, amountihg to $159, he said, was 
in the hands of Andrew Brown, who@runs 
a sailors’ boarding house at 93 lay 
Street, Brooklyn. He said he was staying 
at Brown's house when he was duped into 
signing articles. .The other missing sail- 
ors have not as yet been found by Mr. 
Abbott. 


$100 A DAY FOR TESTIFYING. 


Dr. Kindred Thus‘Paid by the Contest- 
ants of the Will of Mrs. Eliza 
Jane Evans. 


Dr. John J. Kindred, proprietor of the 
Rivercrest Sanitarium, was the principal 
witness in the’contest over the will of 
Eliza Jane Evans: before Surrogate Fitz- 
gerald yesterday. Dr. Kindred appeared 
for the contestants, who are fighting the 
bequest of nearly $80,000 to George W. 
Thurston, the.negro porter. On cross-ex- 
amination Dr. Kindred was asked:

“JOHN DOE” WARRANTS LEGAL. 


Justice Freedman So Decided Yester- 
day—Must Contain Description 
of Defendant. 


Justicé Freedman in the Supreme Court 
handed down a decision yesterday as to 
the right to arrest on ‘‘Joe Doe,’ or 
** John Black ’’ warrants: The decision was 
in the application for a writ of habeas cor- 
pus applied for by Max, Joseph, who had 
been arrested as “ John Black No. 1’""4ina 
raid made on the New York Café by the 
Committee of Fifteen. 

The Justice dismissed the writ, declaring 
that Joseph had been sufficiently described 
in the warrant on which he was arrested. 

In a lengthy opinion the Justice discussed 
the proposition of issuing ‘‘ Joe Doe” war- 
rants. He declared that the warrant must 
always specify the name of the defendant, 
and if the name is not known some descrip- 
tion of the man wanted must be inserted in 
the warrant. In concluding his opinion the 
Justice says: 

‘“‘Under our present system of criminal 
jurisprudence, the methods by which a 


criminal is brought before a committing 
Magistrate and charged with the commis- 
sion of a crime are not very material if 
such methods substantially conform to the 
law, and the defendant is not prejudiced in 
some substantial right thereby.”’

Head of Syndicate that Controls a Lon- 
don Underground Railway Has 
Returned. 


Charles T. Yerkes, who last Summer 
headed the syndicate which secured con- 
trol of the Charing Cross and Hempstead 
Underground Railway in London, arrived 
in New York on the Hamburg-American 
liner Deutschland yesterday. Mr. Yerkes, 
beyond stating that the affairs of the road 


were progressing satisfactorily, said that he 
did not care to discuss matters connected 
with his London business. 

He said that England’s financial eondi- 
tion was good, and would be even better 
with the close of the Boer war, which 
the English people believe is near. He 
had nothing to say about political affairs..
